MB: WALPOLE, in his Life of 
*'* GEORGE LAMBERT, confiders it 
as extraordinary that a country fo pro- 
fufely beautified with the amænities of 
nature, fhouid have produced fo few 
good Painters of Landfcape; but as 
our Poets warm their imaginations 
with funny hills, or figh after. grottoes 
and cooling breezes, our Painters draw 
rocks and precipices and caftellated 
mountains, becaufe Virgil gafped for 
breath at Naples, апа Salvator wandered 
amidit Alps and Appininese Our ever- 
verdant lawns, rich vales, fields of hay- 
cocks, and hop-grounds, are neglected 
as homely and familiar fubjects, That 
we have had Landfcape Painters on 
whom this cenfure falls, and falls very 
heavily, muft be acknowledged ; but to 
the Gentleman who is the fubje& of 
our prefent memoir, it does not apply, 
He has contributed much to refcue the 
Englifh School from this imputation ; 
andin many of his exquifite delincations, 
uniting fidelity with tafte, the beautiful 
{сепегу for which this Iland is fo emk- 
nently diftinguifhed, is difplayed as in 
a mirror. For force, clearneís, and 
tranfparency, it may very truly be faid 
that his Paintings in water colours Have 
net yet been equalled; the Views of 
Cafes, Ruins, Bridges, &c. which are 
frequently introduced, will remain mo- 
numents tothe honour of the Arts, the 
Artilts, and the Country, when the 
originals from which they are defigned 
are mouldered into duft. 

Paur SaANDBY is defcended from а 
branch of the family of Sawnby, of Bab- 
соф in Nottingbam/bire, and was born 


at Nottingham in the year 1732. In 
the year 1746 he came to London, and, 
having an early predilection for the 
Arts, got introduced into the Drawing- 
room at the Tower, which was his firít 
academy. 

In the beginning of the year 1748, 
his Royal Highnefs William Duke of 
Cumberland, thirking it proper to 
have a furvey taken of the Highlands 
of Scotland, Mr. Sandby was appointed 
Draughtíman, under the infpection of 
General David Watfon, with whom he 
travelled through the North and Wef- 
tern parts of that moft romantic country, 
and made many fketches from the very 
fingular and terrific fcenery with which 
it abounds, During his ftay at Edin- 
burgh he made a number of {mall etch- 
ings from thefe Defigns; which on his 
return to London he fold to Meffrs, 
Ryland and Bryer, who publifhed them 
in a folio volume, 

Drawing of plans abounding in 
ftraight lines being neither congenial 
to his tate nor worthy of his talents, he 
in the year 1752 quitted the fervice of 
the Survey, and refided with his bro- 
ther, Mr Thomas Sandby, at Windior, 
and during his continuance there took 
more than feventy views of Windfor 
and Eron. The accuracy, tafte, and 
fpirit with which they were in an emie 
nent degree marked, fo forcibly truck, 
Sir Jofeph Bankes, that he purchafed 
them 4//, and at a very liberal price. 
Mr. Sandby had foon afterwards the 
honour of being one of this Gentleman's 
party in a tour through North and 
South Wales, and made great number 
La of 


cf Sketches from remarkable Scenes, 
Caftles, Seats, &c. Under the patro- 
nage of the late Sir Warkin Williams 
W ynne, he afterwards took many more 
Views from Scenes in the fame country, 
which with thofe before mentioned 
he transferred to copper-platcs, and 
made feveral fers of prints in imi- 
tation of drawings, in bifter or Indian 
ink. The firft hint of the proceís by 
which this effect is given to an engrav- 
ing, the writer has been told Mr. 
‘Sandhy received from the Hon. Charles 
Greville, whofe tafte and judgement in 
every branch of polite art is too well 
known to need this tribute. Pronting 
by this hint, Mr. Sandby has (o far im- 
proved upon it as to bring the captiva- 
ting art of Agquatinia to a degree of 

erfe€tion never before known in this 
Country - 

About the year 1763 Mr. Sandby, 
and feveral other Members of an Aca- 
дету who met at what had previoufly 
been Roubilliac’s workfhop, in St, 
Martin’s-lane, withing to extend their 
plan, and eftablifh a Society on a 
broader bafis, held feveral meetings for 
the purpofe of making new regulations, 
&c. Concerning thefe regulations it 
may naturally be fuppofed there were 
variety of opinions, but Hogarth, who 
was one of the Members, and who de- 
fervedly held a very high rank in the 
Arts, difapproved of the whole fcheme, 
and wifhed the Society to remain as it 
then was. He thought that enlarging 
the number of Students would induce 
a crowd of young men to quit more pro- 
fitable purfuits, neglect what might be 
more fuitable to tbeir talents, and intro- 
duce to the practice of the Arts more 
Profe Hors than the Arts would fupport *. 
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This naturaily involved him in many 
difputes with his brother Artis, and as 
thefe difputes were not always con- 
ducted with parlofopbic caimmnefs, the 
Satiritt fometimes faid things that his 
oppenents deemed rather too fevere for 
the occafion. On the publication of his 
©“ Analyfis of Beauty" they recrimi- 
nated, with interet. Among the prints 
which were then publifhed to ridicule 
his fyftem, Line of Beauty, &c. are 
fix or eight, that fromthe manner in 
which they are concetved, and the un- 
common fpirit with which they are 
etched, carry more than probable marks 
of the burin of Mr, Sandby, who was 
then a very young man, and has, Ү 
have been told, fince declared, that if 
he had known Mr. Hogarth's merit 
then, as wellas he does zow, he would 
on no account have drawn a line which 
might tend to his difpraife. 

Ou the inflitution uf the Royal Aca» 
дету, Mr, Sandby was elected a Royal 
Academician, 

By the recommendation of the Duke 
of Grafton, the Marquisof Granby in 
the year 1768 appointed him Chief 
Drawing Matter of the Royal Academ 
at Wozlwich, which office he ftill holds 
with great honour to himfelf and ad- 
vantage to the inftitution ; and it mut 
afford him a high gratification to fee fa 
many able and diftinguithed Draughrf 
men among the Officers of Artillery, 
and corps of Engineers, who have been 
formed under his inftruétions. We 
have been told, that by the favour of 
the prefent Matter General of the Ord- 
nance (Marquis Cornwallis), Mr. 
Sandby’s fon is to fucceed him in his 
office,

SOME ACCOUNT OF ROBERT BURNS, THE SCOTCH POET. 


Nehe 21% July diedatDumfries,in his 
38th year, after a lingering illnefs, 
ROBERT BURNS, who has excited fo 
much intereft by the peculiarity of the 
eircumflances under which he came for- 
ward to public notice, and the gentus 
difcovered in his poetical compohitions. 
Burns was literally a ploughman, but 
neither in that ftate of fervile dependence 
or degrading ignorance which the fitua- 
tion might befpeak in this country, Не 
had the common education of a Scotch 
peafant, perhaps fomething more, and 
that fpirit of independence, which, 
though banifhed in that country from 
the {cenes of ariflocratic influence, is 
fometimes to be found in a high degree 
in the humbleft clatles of fociety. Не 
had genius ftarting beyond the obftacles of 
overty, and which would liave diftin- 
guifhed itfelf in any fituation. His 
early days were occupied in procuring 
bread by the labour of his own hands, 
jn the honourable tafk of cultivating 
the earth, but his nights were devoted 
io books and the mufe, except when 
ghey were wailed in thofe haunts of 
village feftivity, and in the induigences 
of the focial bowl, to which the poet 
was but too immode:ately attached in 
every period of his life. He wrote, 
not with a view to encounter the pub- 
lic eye, or in the hope to procure fame 
by his produ&tions ; but to give vent to 
the feelings of Jus own genius—to in- 
dulge the impure ile ап ardent and po~- 
etical mind. Burns, from ther reftiefs 


activity, which is the peculiar charac. 
teriftic of his countrymen, propofed to 
emigrate to Jamaica, in order to feek 
his fortune by the exertion of thofe 
talents of which he felt himfelf potfef- 
fed. It was upon this occafion that one 
of his friends fuggefted to him the idea 
of publifhing his poems, in order ta 
raife afew pounds to defray the expences 
of his paffage. The idea was eagerly 
embraced. А coarfe edition of his po- 
ems was firt publifhed ас Dumfries, 
They were {ооп noticed by the gentle- 
men in tbe neighbourhood. Proofs of 
fuch uncommon genius in a fituation fo 
humble, made the acquaintance of the 
author eagerly fought after. His po. 
ems found their way to Edinburgh; 
fome extracts, and an account of the 
author, were inferted in the periodical 
paper The Lounger, which was ai that 
time in the courfe of publication. The 
voyage of theauthor was delayed, in the 
hope that a fuitable provifion would be 
made for him by the generoüty of the 
public. A fubfcription was fer on foot 
for a new edition of his works, and 
was forwarded by the exertions of fome 
of the firt characters in Scotland, 
The fubfeription lift contains a greater 
number of refpectable names than ala 
moft have ever appeared to any fimilar 
preduction ; but as the book was fet at 
a low price, we, have reafon to know 
thatthe return to the author was not 
very confiderable. Burns was broughg 
to Edinburgh for а few months, every 


where 
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where invited and careffed, and at laf 
oné of his patrons procured him the 
fituation of an Excifeman, and an in- 
come of fomewhat lefs than sol. per an- 
num. We know not whether any 
fteps were taken to better this humbie 
income. Probably he was not qualified 
to üll a fuperior fituation to that which 
was affipned him. We know that his 
iranners refufed to partake the polifh of 
genteel fociety, that his talents were 
often obfcured and finally impaired by 
excefs, and that his private circumftan- 
ces were embittered by pecuniary dif- 
trefs. Such, we believe, is the character 
ef a man who in his compofitions has 
difcovered the force of native humour, 
the warmth and tendernefs of paflion, 
and the glowing touches of a deferiptive 
pencil—a man who was the pupil of 
nature, the poet of infpiration, and 
who poffeffed in an extraordinary de- 
gree the powers and failings of genius. 
Of the former, his works will remain a 
lafting monument ; of the latter we are 
afraid that his condu& and his fate af- 
ford but too melancholy proofs. Like 
his predeceffor Fergufon, though he 
died atan early age, hismind was pre- 
vioufly exhaufted, and the apprehen- 
fions of a diftempered imagination con- 
curred along with indigence and ficknefs 
to embirter the laft moments of his life. 
He has left behind a wife with five in- 
fant children, and in the hourly expec- 
tation of a fixth, without any refource 
but what fhe may hope from public 
fympathy, and the regard due to the 
memory of her hufband. Need we fay 
any thing more to awaken the feelings 
of benevolence? Burns, who himfelf 
erected a monument to the memory of 
his unfortunate poetical predeceffor 
Fergufon, has left, in his diftreffed and 
helplefs family, an opportunity to his 
admirers and the public, at once to pay 
a tribute of refpe&t to the genius of the 
poet, and to erect a fubftantial monu- 
ment of their own beneficence. 
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FUNERAL ОЁ BURNS. 

Mr. Burns was a fuldier as well as a 
poet; he was a member of the Royal 
Dumfries Volunteers, and while his 
brethren in arms determined that his 
remains fhould beinterred with military 
honours, every liberal and noble mind 
concurred in gracing the fad folemnity 
with every additional refpećt. 

The corpfe had been conveyed to the 
Town hall, and was removed from 
thence for interment. r 

The military, confifting of the Cinque 
Port Cavalry, and the Angusfhire Fen- 
cibles, having handfomely tendered 
their fervices, lined the fireets on both 
fides to the burial ground, in the Old 
Church-yard,abeut a miie diftent, The 
Royal Dumfries Volunteers, in vaiform, 
with fcarfs on their left arms, fupported 
the bier; another party of the corps, 
appointed to perform the military obíe- 
quies, moving in flow folemn time to 
the Dead March in баш, which was 
played by the military band, precededin 
mournful array, with arms reverfed. 
The principal part of the gentry and 
the inhabitants of the town and neigh- 
bourhood, with a long train of the par- 
ticular friends cf the Bard, from re- 
mote parts, all a€tuated by the regard 
which is due to the fhade of fo much 
worth, followed in proceffion, the great 
bells of the churches tolling atintervals. 
Arrived at the church-yard- gate, the 
funeral party formed two lines, leaning 
their heads on their firelocks pointed to 
the ground. Through this fpace the 
согріе was carried, and borne ferward 
tothe grave. The party then drew up 
alongfide of it, fired three vollies ever 
the coffin when depofited in the earth. 
The whole ceremony prefented a fo- 
lemn, grand, and affecting fpeétacle, 
and accorded with the general forrow 
avd “regret. for the ios of 4 man, 
** whole like we fearce can fee again." 


MEMOIRS AND CHARACTER OF THELATE ROBERT SHAW, ESQ. 


COMPTROLLER OF HIS MAJESTY'S 


"THOUSANDS, who were not per- 
fonally acquainted with the late 
Robert SHAW, will regret his death, 
becaufe it was a public lofs—becaufe he 
was the benevolent citizen of the world, 
whofe mind, unfettered by any felfifh, 
narrow prejudices, ftudied го be ufeful 
to mankind, 
Mr. Shaw was defcended from a 
refpeétable family in the county of 
Kilkenny, and was born on the rath of

September 17co. Having been placed 
by the late Earl of Befborough in the 
Poft-Office at the early age of fifteen, 
me rofe progreffively by great merit 
and abilities, and was appointed by the 
late Duke of RutlandComptroller of that 
Officc. Mr. Shaw was fir married to 
Mifs Higgins of the county of Meath; 
a lady of an engaging external form, and 
countenance which ftrongly indicated 
congeniality of mind: by her he had

eleven children, of whom five fons and 
twe daughers are now living, This 
lady cying im 1740. he married, fecond- 
ly, in t791, М5 Реса Cecilia Ar- 
mitege: a young lady whofe perfonal 
charms trrefiflibly attracted his affec- 
trons, independent of her genteel rank, 
ponte education, and handíome fortune; 
and by whom he has had three children 
(a fon and two daughters) : with thefe 
dear pledges of their mutual love fhe 
furvives, to lament the belt of hufbands 
and той excellent of fathers. 

With aclear head, 2 comprehenfive 
mind, and perfevering induaftry, Mr. 
Shaw eftablifhed the frt commercial 
houfe in Ircland, and acquired a large 
fortune which few of the Nobility can 
equal. Itwas a very uncommon mark 
of his intrinfie worth, that Envy itfelf 
was never heard to (ат a word to his 
prejudice; and whatever can be relat- 
ed in his praife will be allowed to be far 
within the bounds of modefy and truth. 
In him there always appeared a con- 
Ícious dignity, the reiuit of the virtuous 
difpofitions of his heart. His finccre 
and unaffeéted piety, which never court- 
ed obfervation, fpread a luftre over all 
his otber endowments. His charity 
pervaded the forlorn abodes of deferted 
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merit, imprifoned in their lonely cells 3 
and his bounty flowed in with the re- 
turn of every glimmering light. The 
throbbing hearts of the widow and fa- 
therlefs by him were compalffionately 
fcothed, and their tears wiped away í 
Every fpecies of human mifery was re- 
lieved by him ; the indigent and the dif- 
treffed will long mourn their lefs, and 
retain a grateful {enfe of his truly 
Chriflian compaffion. From too great 
an attention to and anaiery about bufi- 
nefs (not folety forhisown emolument), 
Mr. Shaw had many months laboured 
under з complaint which had too natural 
a tendency to a fudden and fatal iffues 
Every remedy andevery exertion of the 
Faculty were unavailing to ward it off, 
He expired the 2d of July, full of peace; 
and in joyful hopes of a glorious immor- 
tality. The contempiation of fuch a 
character, while it affords an inftruétive 
leffon to mankind, is pecuiiarly foothing 
in its influence on thofe who are bend- 
ing under the weight of forrow for 
their lofs. Sweet to them will be the 
recolleétion of his virtues ; and fweeter 
ШШ the pious confidence, that ere long 
they Шай be bleffed with the uninter- 
rupted enjoyment of heavenly felicity. 


DESCRIPTION or тне PALANQUINS PRESENTED TO THE SONS оғ 
TIPPOO SULTAUN. 
[f WITH AN ENGRAVING. 


“THE Drawings reprefent two%fuperb 
4 State Palanquins, built by Meffrs, 
Steuarts and, Co. Coachmakers in Cal- 
cutta, by order of the Marquis Corn- 
wallis, and prefented by the Hen. Eatt 
india Company te the Sons of his High- 
nefs Tippoo Sultaun ar the conclufion of 
the late war. while they remained at 
Madras, as hoftages to the Britith nation. 

The Palinquins were executed in the 
mot coftly and magn'ficent ftyle, All 
the mouldings round the framing were 
folid Alver (as alfo were the ftavs and 
different other ornaments) highly 
polithed, and сЁ the moft exaufite 
workmanfhip. Са the extremities of 
the hamboos were heads of various ani- 
mals, elegantly emboff.d and engraved, 
to repreient life ; and the pannels eyx- 
hibited on the different compartments 
vartous trophies of war, te accord with 
the табе cf that warike Prince. 

They were lined with rich crimfon 
velvet, on which trophies of war, and 
other Ornaments, were magnificently 
embro dercd in gold, and richly orna. 
mented with gold bulion lace. They 


wore prefented inthe abfence of Mare 


quis Cornwallis tothe Myforean Princes 
by Lady Oakley, and received with the 
greateít farisfaction. 

When the Princes were efcortcd to 
Seringapatam by Captain Doveron, he 
had two interviews wih Tippvo Sul. 
taun, during which he expreiied much 


„gratitude for the kind attention and 


civilities hewn his Sons; and onthe Pa. 
languins being introduced, obferved, 
** | admire them much; but where 
true friendihip exifts, a prefent is but a 
form." 

Meffrs Steuarts, in confequence óf 
thofe having afforded fo much (atisfac- 
tion, hed Icon afterwards orders for 
State Palanquins from the Nabobs of 
Lucknow and Arcct, and have fince 
built fimilar Palanquins for moft of the 
native Princes.

( Anceftor to the prefent MARQUIS OF 
LANSDOWN,) 
rm HIS very ingenious and indefatigable 
character iu the various purfuits of 
literature and mechanics was one of the 
firit formers of the Royal Society, and 
was one of the members of the firft 
Council on its e(tablifhment. The phi- 
lofophical meetings likewife which pre- 
ceded the eftablithment of the Royal 
Society were held at his houfe in the 
city, fince known by the name of Token- 
бон уак, 

Пе likewife prefented to the Royal 
Society, fome years after its eftablifh- 
ment, а model of his double-bottom Jbip, 
which was calculated to fail againft 
wind and tide, and which actually per- 
formed one Voyage with fuccefs from 
Dublin to Holyhead, though upon fur- 
ther experiments it mifcarried. This 
model is ftillta be feen in the repofitory 
of the Society. 

It was a maxim of this great man, in 
all mutters of fcience (and whith he ins 
culcated into the Royal Society on its 
earlieft infticution})— never to talk of 
any thing in the gewera/—but always to 
mention the Z/ze and place, the meafure 
or the weight, in precife terms," 


EARL OF BATIL 


Two old French Ladies, whofe hu- 
manity kept pace with a very extenfive 
fortune, amongft other liberalities, kept 
ай open table two days in the week for 
a certain number'of reduced perfons of 
fafhion, Lord and Lady Bath, hearing 
of this, fent a letter to the Ladies, and, 
after expreffing many compliments on 
the liberality of the inftitucion, faid they 
fhould. like to be prefent at fo amiable 
and praifeworthy a meeting. This ho- 
nour was very.readily accepted of, and 
they both atrended on the appointed day, 
which anfwered fo much ro their ex- 
pectation, that they begged permiffion 
tocome again. In fhort, they became 
fuch conftanr vifitors to this eleemofyna- 
ry banquet, that many people of that 
day (knowing the characters of the no» 
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ple perfonages) imagined their vifits to

SARAH DUTCHESS OF MARLBQ-~ 
ROUGH. 


When the Du:chefs was in the high 
cft favour with Queen Anne, her Ma- 
jefly, amongft other valuable prefents, 
gave her her picture, richly enamelled 
and fet round with diatnonds. When 
the- Dutchefs quarrelled with the 
Queen and was leaving England, about 
the year 1712, by way of infulting her 
Royal Patroneís, the took off the dia- 
monds and gave the picture to a Mrs. 
Higgins (an old intriguing woman, well 
known about the Court at that time) to 
make the moft of it. Mrs. Higgins 
hawked the picture about for fome days, 
without any body coming up to her 
price ; at laft Lord Oxford heard of ity 
and, not withing the piéture to fall into 
improper hands, fent for Mrs. Higgins, 
and purchaied it for one hundred pounds, 

The impeachment of Lord Oxford 
was carried on principally by the in- 
trigues of the Dutchefs of Marlborough, 
The Duke her hufband and the Mem- 
bers of the Secrct Committee judged they 
could make little of it, and therefore 
would have let it go by; but the Dutchefs, 
who mottally hated Oxford for his at- 
tachment to Lady Maham, and general 
oppohtion to her interefts, fpirited wp 
the profecution by every fpecies of in- 
trigue. On the day of Lord Oxford's 
being brought up for trial (after two 
ycars confinement in the Tower), the 
Duke of Marlborough, Lord Cadegan, 
and Lord Coningfby, feeing that the 
impeachtnent would be difcharged, with- 
drew themfelves, before the majority of 
the Lords came into Weftminfter-hall ; 
upon which the Ducchefs was fo dif- 
tracted that fhe fell into fits, and did пот 
dine with the Duke for a fortnight af- 
terwards, 
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LORD CXFORD. 


Two circumftances odéurred іп the 
impeachment end acquittal of this No- 
bieman, which fhould Беа memento to 
all fratefmen and others of the very great 
uncertainty of popular favour. Lord 
Oxford being out of town on the dav of 
his being impeached by Lord Coningíby, 
he took his feat on the next day, and 
appeared at firft very fereneand uncon- 
cerned; but, obferving all the Lords as 
they came іп pafs off from the Earls 
Bench, where he fat, on purpofe to avoid 
hith, it was too much for his fpirits, and 
he retired, 

Two years afterwards, when this No- 
bleman was brought from the Tower to 
be tried, and was acquitted on the fame 
day, the fhoutings and huzzas of the 
Public (who took the horfes off his. car- 
riage and drew him to his own houfe) 
were fo great, that Erafinus Lewis, his 
quondam fecretary, writing toa friend 
of this circumftance, fays, ** at prefent 
Lord Oxford has more friends than 
ever he had in his life,”

DAVID HUME. 


Hume having afferted in bis Hiftory 
of England, that if ever the National 
debt came up to one bwndred millions 
this country weuld be ruined, was afked 
by a friend; how he could make fuch a 
miftake, fecing that the debt was then 
farabove that fuin, andlikcly to be much 
more? ‘ Owing to a miftake, Sir 
(fays he), common to curiters by profeffion, 
who are often obliged to adopt ftate- 
ments on the authority of other peo- 
ple.” 

When Hume was complimented by a 
Noble Marquis now living, on the cor- 
reétnefs of his ftile, particularly in his 
Hiftory of England—he obferved, If 
he had fhewn any peculiar correétnefs, 
*tWas owing to the uncommon care he 
took in the execution of his work, as 
he wrote it over three times before he 
fent it to the prefs.” 

On the appointment of the late Field- 
тага! Conway to be Secretary of State 
in the year 1766, Hume was afked, if he 
was not much furprifed that a general 
effcer оша have that promotion. 
*'Not at all, Sir (fays Hume);—confider 
the political intercfts of Great Britain 
are always beft fupported by mea of 
"war. 

Th following picture of Fanaticifm, 
as given by Hume, is perhaps the heft 
key tothe character of Cromwell, and 
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thé leading perfons of that age, that 
has vet been given: 

“‘Hypocrifv,” fays he, “quite pure, and 
free from fanaricifm, is perhaps аз rare ae 
fanaticifm entirely purged from ail mix 
tureof hypoerify: fo congenial to the hu- 
man mind is all religious fentiment, that 
tis impoffible to counterfeit long thefe 
holy fervours, without feeling fome 
fhare of the aflumed warmth ;—aànd, on 
the other hand, fo precarious and tem- 
porary, from the frailry of human na- 
ture, is the operation of thofe fpiritual 
views,that the religious extafies, if con- 
ítantly employed, mut often be counter- 
feit, and той be warped by the mof 
familiar motives of intere(t and ambition, 
which infenfibly gain upon the mind.’* 


LATE LORD GUILDFORD. 

"This very amiable (though politically 
unfortunate) Nobleman went into bufi- 
nefs very early in life, and attached 
himfelf to the duties of his office with 
unremitting care and affiduity. То 
an excellent claffical education,and many 
focial qualities, he joined a knowledge of 
the German, French, and Italian lan-* 
guages, with a temper of that naturally 
conciliating difpofition, that the fevercft 
of his parltamentary opponents were no 
longer fuch out of the fphere of politics. 

When he was young in office, as one 
of the Lords of the Treafury under the 
old Duke of Newcaftle, he was met one 
morning by the late George Grenville, 
and another gentleman, walking in the: 
Park, and muttering fomething to him- 
felf, feemingly as it rehtarfing anora- 
tion. “ Here comes blubbering North,” 
fays the latter to Mr. Grenville; ** T 
wonder what he is getting by heart, for 
Im (иге it can be nothing of his own.” 
* You're mittaken (lays the other); North 
is a young man of great promife, and 
high qualifications; and if he does not re- 
lax in his political purfuits, is very likely 
to be the P rirneMinilter of this country."' 
This prediction was fulülled twelve 
years afterwards. 

Of his political acumen in the con. 
duct of the Americaa war, a fubjeét 
that nearly-engroffed the whole of his 
Adminifiration, the beft that can be 
faid of it was, that he was mz/fakez 2—16 
otherwife, it cannot be denied, even by 
his moft intimate friends, it was his duty 
torefign. The arcana of fu recent and 
complicated 2 tranfaction, asthey refpect 
theinterior of this great queftion, howe- 
ver, are difficult at ргеіепе to unravel. 
Hiftary will have better materials. tówork 


with, 
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with, and lefs partialities to encounter, 

Of his wit and good-humour we have 
too many inftances to doubr.—Hoe never 
ftrained. for either: like tne great 
Earl of Bath, he had them always 
at command; nor had he the fordid 
vices of avarice and ambition to balance 
thofe pleahing @ualines, Mr. Burke 
paid a juft tribute to the former one day 
coming out of the Houfe of Comnions, 
after his Lordthip had Кере them in а 
roar of laughier fot tome minutes ће» 
fore. “ Weil, there's no denying it,-~ 
this man has more wit than all of us 
(meaning the Oppofition ) put together.” 

Ove cay, when the late Alderman 
Bawbridye was haranguing on his an- 
nual monon in faveur of annual par- 
laments, looking over to the Treafury 
Bench (the dav being extremely hot) 
he obferved L rd North with his head 
reclining on his eit fhoulder, feeminglv 
aflecp; upon which he ftopped thort and 
erted out, ** But what fignifes my en- 
deavours to come at the root of this 
political evil, when the Noble Lord in 
the blue ribband is fo little attentive to 
me that he uas fallen into a profound 
сер?” This raifed а laugh with the 
Alderman's party, which his Lordfhip 
immediately turned againfi them, by ob- 
ferving, icud enough to be heard, ** No, 
I was net aflecp, but I with to God 1 
had been." 

Coming up to the door of the Honfe 
of Commons оле evening rather late, 
Pearfon, the late door-kecper, ftopped 
him, and, in his laconic free manner of 
fpeaking, faid, “No, my Lord, you can't 
come in here." “Why fo?” faid his 
Lordfhip, fomewhat furprifed, * Be- 
caufe they аге now balloting for an 
Eleétion Committee, and the doors of 
courfe are locked." ‘ Aye," fays his 
Lordfhip with a fmile, * and yet this 
is rather hard, confidering fome people 
call this my Houfe of Commons.” 

Having had fome prefcience of a fit 
of the gout coming on him, he defired 
his man to get him his large gouty 
thoes. The man looked for them for 
{оте time, but, not finding them in the 
ufual places where he generally put 
them, concluded they were fiolen, and 
began curfing the thief. ‘* Poh,’ fays 
his Lordfhip, feemingly very gravely 
(though ак the fame time agizated with 
{оте pain) how can you be foill-narured, 
John ?—Now al] the harm I with the 
poor rogue is, that my /boes may fit bim." 
—. Lord North being one of the Gover- 
жогу of the Charter- Houfe;a formal come 
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plaint was made to hih bv one of the 
penfioners of that hofpital, that the vic- 
tuals were not fo good as they fhould be, 
particularly the beef, which at times 
was not eatable. This com: taint being 
renewed, his Lordíhip went privately 
one morning tothe Charter-Houfe, and 
afking the houfe fteward whether he 
had any cold beef in the houfe (fuch as 
the penfieners ufualiy eat), defired he 
would bring it up. The beef was ac- 
cordingly introcuced, the look of which 
fo pleafed his Lordfhip that he immedie 
ately afked him, if he could provide 
him with muftard, bread,and {ma!}-beer3 
which being likewife brought, his Lord- 
йир took a chair, and eat a very hearty 
luncheon: after this he ordered the 
complainant to be brought up, and then 
afked him, whether that was the 
fame kind of beef ufually ferved? The 
man faid, ** Yes.” “Апа the fame {mall 
beer, bread, muftard, &c. ??  ** Yes,’* 
fays the man, ** I believe pretty much 
the fame,” “ Why then," fays his 
Lordíhip, ‘all I have to fay is this : If 
you have any complaiat to make in fue 
ture about fuch provifions, you muft 
apply to another governor, and, as there 
is no difruiizg iafles;-he might perhaps 
redreis уой; but as for my part, as you 
may fee, my friend(pointing to his plate), 
1 have decidedly given it againft you,” 

When his brother, the prefent Bifhop 
of Winchefter,was married to his prefent 
lady, who wasa Mifs Bannijler, a con 
fidential friend was afking his Lordfhip, 
what could be his brother's motive for 
the match ? © She is no profeffed beaus 
ty, no great fortune, or no great fa- 
mily." ** Why, in refpect to her beauty 
and forcune I have not much to fay of 
either; but I muft beg your pardon in 
refpect to blood, as 1 hear the is very 
nearly related to the Stairs.” 

Towards the clofe of the American 
war, a Noble Lord in the other Houfe 
having, in the warmth of debate, called 
Lord North ** this гир of a minifter,”’ 
fome injudicious friends exaggerated the 
matter ta him, wanted to make it a per- 
fonal quarrel, and faid, they thought 
his Lordfhip fhould reíent it. “ And fo 
Twill,” fays tis Lordínip very coolly, 
by continuing in office; as I know his 
Готар has no other refentmentagainft 
me, than wifhing to be the thing 1 am.” 

On the evening of that day when he 
meved an adjournment of the Houfe for 
atew days, for the purpofe of refigniog 
his ‘fice, coming through the lobby of 
the Houte, arm in arm with one of his 
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friends, he afked him to go home and 
dine with him ; the other told him, he 
would with pleafure, but was partly en- 
gaged. “Соте come,” fays his Lordíhip, 
© put off your engagement, and have the 
virtue to fay, yeu dined with a fallen 
Miuifter on the very day of his difmiffal."' 
The friend aifented, and went home 
with him, 

Upon his retirement from office, he 
went down to Bath for the recovery of 
his health, and particularly for his fight, 
which was nearly loft. The converfa- 
tion turning one day after dinner, on 
the perifhable condition of party zeal 
and political enmity, his Lordíhip 
thoroughly agreed in the principle ; 
and, asa proot of it, favs he, ** There 
is Colonel Barié (who by the by was 
as blind as his Lordíhip), no man has 
oppofed me more in the Houfe of Com- 
mons than he has, and f,of courfe, him; 
and yet I can fairly aniwer for myfelf, 
and Í dare fay I may equally do fo for 
him, we fhould be both very glad tofee 
бле another at this moment.” 

The caufe of Lord North’s blindnefs, 
it is (aid, originated from the frequency 
of fanding his difpatches. He was na- 
turaliy very near-fighted, and carried 
up every paper he looked at immedi- 
ately under his eye; the papers which 
were frefh written he fanded in this po- 
fition, which being fo frequently repeat- 
ed, the duft fettled in his eves, and ulti- 
mately produced a tota] blindnefs. 

The natural civility and good-humour 
of this Nobleman left him no enemies 
out of the Houfe of Commons.—Even 
the principals of Oppofition knew thefe 
qualities to be fo predominant in his 
Yordthip,that they frequently petitioned 
him as Firft Lord of the "Ireafnry for 
little favours and indulgencies for their 
friends and conftituents, which he as 
yeadily granted, when he could de it 
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wich propriety; and this they frequently 
acknowledged. 

To the brother of one of his principal 
opponents in the Houfe of Commons he 
continued a very valuable Colleétion in 
the Colonies almoft during the whole 
ot his Adminiftration. He was often 
fpoke to about difplacing him, and he as 
conftantly anfwered, ** Why ihould I 
vifit the fins of the brother upon a man 
who does hts duty, and has given me no 
particular offence?” 

In fhort, like his predeceffor Sir Ro- 
bert Walpole, though very much baited 
during his Adminiftration, he had no 
enemics as а man; he dived long enough 
out of office to he reconciled to all his 
political oppofers, who, when the caufe 
of contention ceafed, had candour enough 
to acknowledge his private worth and 
integrity. 

Не met his blindnefs and increafing 
inficmities with great irmnefsin the bo- 
fom of iis family, and even with a good. 
humour, and flafhes of wit and merri- 
ment, that made his table one of the 
moft defirable places to be a gueft at. 

In his laft moments he only regretted 
not having it in his power to fee his fa- 
vourite and youngett fon, who the 
morning of his father's death landed at 
Dover from his travels, but could not 
be in town time enough to receive the 
blefling of an affectionate and indulgent 
parent, 

The fon above alluded to is the pre- 
fent Honourable Frederick North, now 
fecretary of ftate under his Excellency 
Sir Gilbert Elliot, Viceroy of Curfica ; 
а gentleman who unitesto the moftami- 
abie and feductive manners, a travelled 
xnowledge, an extenfivenefs of learning, 
and an induftry of mind, that we think 
cannot fail of rendering him an orna- 
ment to his country.

REMARKS on fome PARTICULARS wherein they excel or are deficient, 
upon a VIEW of them in DECEMBER 1691.

1. LY AMPTON COURT GARDEN 

11 is а large plat environed with an 
iron palifade round about next the park, 
laid all in walks, grafs plats, and vor- 
ders. Next to the houfe, {оте fiat 
апа broad beds are fet with narrow 
rows of dwarf box, in figures like lace 
patterns. In one of the leffer gardens 
is a large green-houfe divided into feve- 
ral rooms, and all of them with ftoves 
under them, and йге to keep а conti- 


nual heat. In thefe there are no orange 
or lemon trees, orravitics, or any greens, 
but fuch tender foreign ones that need 
conünu-l warmth, 

2. KENSINGTON GARDENS are not 
great. nor abounding with fine plants.

з. Dur QUEEN DowaGER's* GAR- 
Dix AT HAMMERSMITH hes а good 
grecu-houfe, with a high ercéted front 
to the fouth, whence the roof falis 
backward. The heufe rs well ftored 
with greens of common kinds; but the 
Queen not being for curious plants cr 
flowers, they were not of the moft curi- 
ous forts of greens, and in thc garden 
there is little of value but wall trees; 
though the gardener there, Monf, 
Hersnon Van Guine, is a man of great 
fkiliand induftry, having raifed great 
numbers of orange and lemon trees by 
inoculation, with myrtles, Roman bayes, 
and other greens of pretty Shapes, which 
he has to vifpofe of. 

4. Bepoingron GARDEN +, at 
prefent in the hands of the Duke of 
Norfolk, but belonging to the family of 
Carew, has in it the bef orangery in 
England. The orange and Jemon trees 
there grow in the ground, and have 
done fo near one hundred years, as the 
gardener, an aged man, faid he believed. 
There are a great number of them, the 
houfe wherein they are being above 
two hundred feet long; they are melt 
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of them thirteen feet high, and very fuil 
of fruit, the gardener not having taken 
oif fo many flowers this laft fummer аз 
ufueliy others do. He faid, he gathered 
off them. at. leaf ten thoufand oranges 
this laft vear. “he heir of the family 
being but five years of age, the truf- 
tees take care of the crangery, and this 
year they built a new houfe over them, 
There are fome myrtles prowing among 
them, but they look not well for wanz 
of trimming. The гей of the garden 
is all out of order, the orangery being 
the gardener’s chief care; but it is са» 
pable of being made one of the bett gear- 
dens in England, the foil being very 
agreeable, and aclear flyer ream гип» 
ning through it. 

s. CHESSEA Puysic GARDEN has

7. ARLINGTON GARDEN *, being 
now in the hands of my Lord of De- 
vonfhire, is a fair plac, with good 
walks both airy and fhady. "There are 
fix of the greateft earthen pots that are 
any where elfe, being at leaft two feet 
over within the edge; but they ftand 
abroad, and have nothing in them but 
the tree holy-oke, an indttferent plànt 
which grows well enough in the ground.

8. Mv Lorp Faucoxrercr’s 
Сакрех+, at Sutton Court, has feveral 
plealant walks and apartments in it 3 
but the upper garden next the houfe is 
too irregular, and the bowling green 
too little to be commended: The greens 
houfe is very well made, but ill fet. Is 
is divided into three rooms, and very 
well furnifhed with good greens; but 
itis fo placed, that the fun fhines noton 
the plants in winter when they moft 
need its beams, the dwelling-houfe 
ftanding betwixt the fun and и. The 
maze or wildernefs there is very pretty, 
being fet all with greens, with a cyprcis 
arbour in the middle, fupported with a 
well-wrought timber frame ; of late it 
grows thin at the bottom, by their let- 
ting the fir-trees grow without their 
reach unclipped. ‘The inclofure wired 
in for white pheafants and partridges is 
a fine apartment, efpecially in (штет, 
when the bones of Italian bayes are fet 
out, and the timber walk with vines 
on the fide is very fine, when the blue 
pots are on the pedeftals on the top of 
it,and foistrhe fith-pond with the greens 
at the head of it.

t Sir Wilkam Temple, in his Elay on Gardening, fays, * the prefent way and humour of cue 


gardening in England, feemc to have grown into fuch vogue, and to have been fo might ly 
improved in three or four and twenty years of his Majefty's feign, that perhaps few countries 
are before us, either in the elegance of our gardens, or in the number of our plants; and I 
lieve none equals us in the variety of fruits which may be juftly called good 5 and from the 
earlieft cherry and firawberry, to the laft apples and pears, may furnifh every day of the 
Circling year. For the tafte and perfc&ion cf what we cfteem the beft 1 may truly fay, that 
the French who have eaten my peaches and grapes at Sheen in no very ill year have generally: 
Concluded, that the laft are as good as any they have eaten in France, on this fide Fontaire 
bleau 3 and the firft as good as any they have eat in Gafcony; X mean thofe whieh. come, 
from the спе, and are properly called peaches, not thofe whish ate hard and*are termed, 
Pavies ; for thefe cannot grow in too warm a climate, nor ever be good in a cold; and are 
better at Madrid than in Gafcony itfelf, Italians: have agreed my white cigs ta be as good аз

their kind, but of greens. He kas four 
white ftriped hollies, about four feet 
above their cafes, kept round and regu- 
зат, which coft him five pounds a tree 
this laft years and fix lauruftinufes he 
has, with large тойла equal heads, which 
аге very Йом ёту and make а tite Шол, 
His orange итсез about fourteen feet 
wide, enclofed with a timber frame 
about feven féet high, and fct with filver 
frs hedge-wife, which are as high as 
the frame, and this to fecure them from 
wind and tempeft, and fomerimes from 
the feorching fun. His terrace-walk 
bare in the middle, and grafs on either 
fidc, with a hedge of rue on one fide 
next a low wall, and a row of dwarf 
trees on the other; fhews very fine; and 
fo do, from thence, his yew hedges, 
with trees of the fame at equal diltance, 
kept in pretty bapes with tonfure. His 
flowers and fruits are of the Бей, for 
the advantage of which two parallel 
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walls, about 14 feet high, were new 
raifed and almoft finifhed. ifthe ground 
were not a little irregular, it would ex- 
cel in other points as well asin furni- 
ture. 

11i. SIR STEPHEN FOx's GARDEN at 
Chifwick +, being of but five years ftand< 
ings is brought to great perfection for 
їйє time. It extels for a fair gravel 
walk betwixt two yew hedges, with 
rouuds and {ptres of the fame, all under 
fmooth tonfure. At the far end of 
thia garden are two mvrtle hedges that 
crofs the gardens they are about three 
feet high, and covered in winter with 
painted board cafes; The other gardens 
are full of fluwers and falletings and the 
walls well clad. The green-houfe is 
well built, well fet, and well furnifhed. 

12. Sir Tuomas CooKE's GARDEN 
atHackney is very large and not fo fineat 
prefent, becaufe of lis intending to be at 
three :houíand pounds charge with i£ 
this next fummer, as his gardener faid, 
There are two green-houfes in it, but 
the greens are not extraordinary; for 
ойе of the roofs being made a rccepta- 
cle for water, overcharged with weight; 
fell down laft year upon the greens, 
and made a great deitruction among 
the trees and pots: М one part of it js 
a warren, containing about two acres; 
and very full of coneys, though there 
was but a couple put in a few ycars 
fince. There is a pond or a mote round 
about them; dnd on the outfide of that 
a brick wall four feet high; both which 
Í think will not keep them within their 
compats. There is a large fith-pond 
lying onthe South toa brick wail, which 
is finely clad with philaria. Water 
brought from fart» pipes furnithes his 
feveral ponds as they want it. 

з. SIR JOSIAH ChiLD's PLANTAs 
TIONS of walnut and other trees at 
Wanfted, are much more worth teeing 
than his gardens, which are but indif- 
ferent. Befides the great number of 
fruit trees he has planted in his encla- 
fures with great regularity, he has vatt 
number of e:ms, ahes, limes, &c. 
planted in rows cn Epping Forcit: 
Before his outgate, which is above 
twelve [соге feet diftanee from his 
houfe, are two large filh-ponds on the

They are faid to be 
well Rocked with fifh, and fo they had 
need to be, if they coft him soool. as 
it is faid they did ; as alfo that his plan- 
tations-coft twice аз much. 

14 Sin RosERT CLAYTON has 
a great plantation at Marden in Surrey, 
in a foil not very benign to plants; but 
with great charge he forces Nature to 
obey him. His gardens are big enough, 
bu: frangely irregular, his chief walk 
not being ievel, but rifing in the middle, 
and falling much more at one end than 
the other; neither is the wall carried 
by a linc either on the top or fides, but 
runs like an ordinary park wall, built 
asthe ground goes. He built a god 
green-houfe; buc fet it fo, that the 
hiils in winter keep the fun from it ; io 
that they place their greens in а houfe 
on higher ground not built for that pur- 


pofe. His dwelling-houfe ftands very- 


low, furrownded with great hills; and 
yet they have no water, but what is 
forced from a deep well into a water- 
houfe, whence they are furnithed by 
Pipes at pleafure. 

15. THe ARCHBISHOP OF CANTER- 
BURY's GARDEN at Lambeth has little 
in it but walks, the late Archbifhop * 
not delighting in опе; buzth2y are now 
making them better ; and they have 
already made a green-houfe, one of the 
fine and coftlieft about the town. Itis of 
three rooms, the middle having a ftove 
under it; the forefides of the rooms are 
almoft all glafs,the roof covered with lead 
the whole part (to adorn the building) 
rifing gavel-wife higher than the 
reft; but it is placed fo near Lambeth 
church, that the fun inines moft on it in 
winter after eleven o'clock ; a fault 
owned by the gardener, but not thought 
on by thecontrivers. Мо! of the greens 
are oranges and lemons, which have ve- 
ry large ripe fruits on them. 

10. DR. Utvoatr, or ENFIELD, 
is a great lover of plants, and, having 
an extraordinary artin managing them, 
is become matter of the greateft and 
Choiceft colleétion of exotic greens that

is perhaps any whete in this land. 
His greens take up fix ог feven 
houfes or roomfteads. His orange 
trees and larget myrtles fili up his 
biggeft houfe, and another houfe is 
filled with myrtles of a lefs fize; and 
thofe more nice and curious plants that 
need clbfer keeping are in warmer 
rooms, and fome of them ftoved when 
he thinks fit. His flowers are choice, 
his ftock numerous, and his culture of 
them very methodical and curious ;. 
but, to fpeak of the garden in the 
whole, it does not lie fine to pleafe the 
eye; his delight and care lying more in 
the ordering particular plants, than in 
the pleafing view and form of his gar- 
den. 

17. Dr. TILLOTSON’S GARDEN 
near Enfield + is a pleafurable place for 
walks, апа (оте с cd walls there are 
too; but the tall afpin trees, and the 
many ponds іг the heart of it, are not fo 
agrecable. Не has two houfes for 
greens, but had few in them, all the * 
reft being removed to Lambeth. The 
houfe meated about. 

18. Мв. EvELYN has a pleafant 
villa at Deprfor!, a fine garden for 
walks and hedges (efpeciall his holly 
one. which he writes of in his Sylva), 
and a pretty little green-houfe with an 
indiferent Rock in it, In his garden. 
he has four large, round philareas, 
fmocth clipped, raifed on a firgle ftalk 
from the ground, a fafhion now much 
ufed. Part of his garden is very woody 
and fhady for walking; but his garden 
not being walled has little of the bef 
fruits. 

19. Mr. Warrs'ss House AND 
GARDEN made near Enfield are new ; 
but the garden for the time is very fine, 
and large, and regularly iiid out, with 
a fair fiih-pond in the middle. He 
built а green-houfe this fummer with 
three rooms (fomewhat like the Arche 
bifhop of Canterbury's), the middle 
with a ftove under it aad a fkylight 
above, and both of them of glafs on the 
forefide, with fhutters within, and the 
roof finely covered with Irith Пате, 
But this fine houfe is under rhe fame 
great fault with three before (Numbers 
8, 14. 15): they built it in fummer, 
and thought not of winter; the dwel-

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ling-houfe on the fouth fide interpofing 
betwixtthe fun and it, now when its 
beams fhould refreth plants. 

20. BROMPTON Park GARDEN *, 
belonging to Mr. Londen and Mr. 
Wife, has a large long green-houfe, 
the front all glafs and board, the Nort 
fide brick. Here the King's greens, 
which were in Summer at Kenfington, 
are placed; but they take but little 
room in comparifon of their own. 
Their garden is chiefly a nurfery for 
all forts of plants, of which they are 
very iull. 

21. Мв. Raynton’s GARDEN at 
Endfeld is obfervable for nothing but 
his green-houfe, which he has had for 
many years. His orange, lemon, and 
myrtle trees are as full and furnifhed as 
any in cafes. He has a myrtle cut in 
Shape of a chaife, that is at leaft fix feet 
high from the cafe, but the lower part 
is thin of leaves. The reĝ of the gar- 
den is very ordinary, and onthe outfide 
of his garden he has a warren, which 
makes the ground about his feat he 
rudely, and fometimes the coneys work 
under the wall intothe garden, 

22. MR. RICHARDSON at Eaft Bar- 
net has a pretty garden, with fine walks 
and good flowers ; but the garden not 
being walled about they have lefs fum- 
mer fruit, yet are, therefore, the more 
induftrious ia managing the peach and 
apricet dwarf fandarás, which, they 
fay, fupply them plenrifully with very 
good fruit. There is a good fiíb-pond 
in the middle of it, from which a broad 
gravel walk leads tothe highway, where 
а fair pair of broad gates, with a nar- 
rower on either fide, open at the top to 
look through fmall bars, well wrought 
and well painted, are a great ornament 
tothe garden. They have orange and 
lemon trées; but the wife and fon be- 
ing the managers of the garden (che huf- 
band being gouty and not minding it), 
they cannot prevail for a houic for chem 
other than a barn end. 

23. CAPTAIN l'osrER's GARDEN 
at Lambeth has many curicfities ід it. 
His green-houfe 15 full of ёе and 
Éourifhing plants, and before it is the 
fineft ftriped holly-hedge that perhaps 
is in England. He has many myrtles, 
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not the greatefl but of the moft fanciful 
fhapes, that are amy where elfe. He 
has a framed walk of timber covered 
with vines, which with others, running 
on moft of his walls without prejudice 
to his lower trees, yield him a deal of 
wine, Of flowers he has a good choice, 
and his Virginia and other birds in a 
great variety, with his glafs hive, add 
much to the pleafure of his garden. 

24. MONSIEUR ANTHONY VESPRIT 
has a little garden of very choice things. 
His green-houfe has no very great num- 
ber of plants, but what he has are of the 
beft fort, and very well ordered. — His 
oranges and lemons (fruit and tree) are 
extraordinary fair, and for lentifcufes 
and Roman bayes he has choice above 
others. 

25. RICKETTDS „аб Hoxton. нав a 
large ground, and abundantly ftocked 
with all manner of flowers, fruit trees, 
and other garden plants, with lime 
trees, which are now much planted; and, 
for a fale gardeu, he has a very good 
green-houfe, and well filled with frefh 
greens; befides which he has another 
room very fullof greens in pots. He 
has a greater ftock of Affy:ian thyme 
than any body elfe ; for, befides many 
pots of it, he has beds abroad, with 
plenty of roots, which they cover with 
mars and traw in winter. He fells his 
things with the deareft, and not taking 
due care to have his plants prove well, 
he is fuppofed to have loft much of his 
cuftom. 

26. Pearson has not near fo large 
а ground as Ricketts (on whom he almoft 
joins), and thercfore he has not fo many 
trees; but of flowers he has great. 
choice, and of anemonies he avers he 
has the beft about London, and fells 
them only to gentlemen. He has no 
green-houfe, yet has abundance of 
тугие and firiped philareas, with 
oranges and other greens, which he 
keeps fafe enough under fheds funk a 
foot within ground, and covered with 
ftraw. He has abundance of cypreffes, 
which, at three feet high, he fells for 
four pence apiece to thofe that take any 
number. He is moderare in his prices, 
and accounted very honeft in his deal. 
ing, which gets him much сһартапгу,

a7. DARBY, 
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27. DARBY, at Hoxton, has but a 
little. garden, but is mafter of feveral 
curivus greens that other fale gardeners 
want, and which he faves fromcold and 
winter weather in green-houfes of his 
own making. His Fritalaria Craffa (a 
green) had a flower on it of the breadth 
of half а crown, like an embroidered 
баг of feveral colours; J faw not the 
like any where, no not at Dr. Uvedale's, 
though he has the fame plant. He 
raifes many ftriped hollies by inocula- 
uon, though Captain Fofter graftsthem 
as we do apple-trees, He is very curi- 
ous in propagating greens, butis dear 
with them. He has a folio paper book, 
in which he has pafted the leaves and 
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flowers of almoft ali manner of plants, 
which make a pretty fhow, and are 
more inftructive than any cuts in Her- 
bals. 

28. CLEMEN Ts, at Mile End, has no 
bigger a garden than Darby, but has 
more greens, yet not of fuch curious 
forts. He keeps them in a green-houfe 
made with a light charge. He has 
vines їп many places about old trees, 
which they wind about. He made wine 
this year of his white mufcadine, and 
white Frontinac, better, Ithought, than 
any French white wine. He keeps a 
fhop of feeds in plants in pots next the 
ftreet.

SSPR, 


THE following Original Letter, fomething damagéd, lately fell into my hands. 
It contains fome particulars concerning America at the end of the laft Century, 
which may afford entertainment to your readers ; I therefore offer it to you for 


infertion, and am, 


HONOURED SIR, 

I DOUBT not ere this but you are 

as Impatient to hear of my health 
and circumftances as [ am to acquaint 
you thereof, which I thall doin as few 
words as I can. After we fet fail from 
the Ifle of Wight, methought the fa- 
tigue of the voyage was over, for I was 
then in hopes fhortly to leave my float- 
ing prifon, that had almoft worn out my 
little patience by reafon of our long 
embargo. We were about feven weeks 
in our paffage from the Гапа”: Endto the 
Capes of Virginia, during which time, 
as alfo while we lay in the Downs, I 
enjoyed my health very well, having not 
in the leaít been difcommoded by 
the fea. All that I obferved in my paf- 
fage worth mentioning was, that after 
we paffed the Weltern Iflands, which 
lie three hundred leagues from the 
Land's End, we daily met with fea- 
weeds, ftill increafing till we came upon 
the coaft of Virginia, fuppofed to be 
brought with the current which cou- 
ftantiy runs north-eaft from the Guiph 
of Fiorida : the feamen call them Gulph 
weeds. It isa yellow plant, divided 
into many branches feparating from the 
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Maryland, March 20, 1696-7. 
root; the leaves are fmall and long, 
growing thick from the root to the top 
in no order. It bears litile round berries 
not fo big as currants. 1 have fent Mr. 
Bobart * {оте of it. The abundance of 
flying fith that we met were no little di- 
verfion to me. They fly in great fhoals 
or flocks, and feem at a diftance like 
flocks of larks, Гһеу feldom mount 
above three fathoms high. The caufe 
of their flight, which ts not En an hun- 
dred yards, is to avoid the dolphins and 
benettes that prey upon them : rhe big- 
дей of them feems not to be fo big as 
a little herring I catched one that 
accidentally lit upon the fide of our 
fhip, and which was not above an inch 
long. The fea-water differs not in grae 
уну, and confequently in faltnefs, in 
any latitude that we were in. from 
which it is at the Downs, which I tried 
with a waterpoife, only when we were 
Рай founding it feels a great deal ware 
mer, almoft inilk- warm ; and I fuppofe 
it is much warmer towards the bottom 5 
for onc day being in a calm, I tied a 
glafs bottle to the end of a line, adding 
weight enough to fink it, and I let it 
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down ncar an hundred fathom, and 
when I hauled it up, the cork was 
forced into the bottle. This I tried 
threc times, adding new co: ks, which, 
though never fo big, were forced in. I 
can attribute the caufe to nothing elfe 
but heat. ТІ faw feveral grampuffes or 
whales between the Weftern Hlzndsand 
America, Towards the end of July we 
entered the Capes of Virginia, where 
we met with feveral fhips bound home- 
wards. I put three lecrers on board of 
one, which I heard fince was taken 
by the French, aud fo my letters. mif- 
carried, Our thin was the firi that 
came 1^, having iert the acer a fortnight 
before at fee, They reckon one thou- 
fand leagues fromthe Lanc's End to the 
Capes of Virginia. Three days arter T 
came afhore in'Valvert county, Maryland, 
from м ience І rid up to the Governor, 
and ftaid with his Excellency five weeks. 
He received me very kindly, anc, to 
inaugurate my function, I was defired 
to preach before him, which I did bonis 
avibus, When the гей of the miniers 
were ceme in, he appointed us our fta- 
tions, and the parifh of Chrift Church, 
in Calvert county, came to my lot. The 
Governor had a chaplain, otherwife I 
fhould have had that place; but I am 
better fatisfied as { am, my place being 
more profitable, and [ enjoy more free- 
dom. His Excellency was pleafed to ho- 
nour me with a vifit ince, and to lay a 
night at our houfe, expreiling a great 
deal of kindnefs to me. I fhall notin- 
fit to deferibe the country, but fhail 
fay in fhort, that it is better in all re- 
{peéts than it 15 reprefented in England, 
I have enjoyed my health fince } came 
very well, and rather better than ever. 
ł do not give fo good a character of the 
people, but fuch as they deferye; asthey 
are, generally fpeaking, crafty, knav- 
ih, }ingicus, diffemblers, and debauched, 
A gentleman (I mean one of a gene- 
yous Cambro-Briton temper) is rara 
avis in terris, A man mutt be circum- 
рей and prudent, if he will maintain 
his reputation among them. Of deal- 
ing,itis very true what was told me by 
a manat London, that none 1s fit to deal 
with а Virginian buta Virginian ; how- 
ever, I, having made ic my bufinefs both 
in London and at fea toenquire into the 
nature of tie people, that 1 might know 
the better how to behave myfelf among 
them, have gained as good a reputation 
as in modefty I could expeét: neither 
have I been much impofed upon in 
my bargains, Ag to the people’s dif. 
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pofition in matters of religion, they'll 
follow none out of the path of intereft, 
and they heartily embrace none but fuch 
as will fillthe born and the b-fket. Мой 
feéts are here profeffed, put in general 
they are pradtical atheifts. The Go- 
vernor and the Affembly have fettied 
the church government, and divided 
the province into parifhes allowing an 
annual fl'ipend for ihe minifter, which 
is rafed by the fhrieve, every man 
from fzteen upwards paying forty 
pounds of tobacco per апп. Two-thirds 
of the perifhes are yet vacant. 

The air here in July and Auguft is 
very hot and fuiiry beyond what it je 
in England, not but that it would be as 
hot there were it not for the breezes 
that commonly fan the air, whereof we 
feldom have any at that time of the 
year, unlefs it be now and then a guft 
occafioned by thunder and lightning. 
The ground likewite is fandy and dry, 
which adds to tbe heat. In winter we 
have very fharp weather. In January, 
when the N. W. wind blows {оте 
days together, you would think your- 
felf in Greeniand. You may guefs at 
the weather by the following account 
of the faow which fell this winter, viz. 
November 13, fnow about a foot deep, 
which lay on the ground till the laft in- 
fiant. December 15, fuch terrible fnow 
fell which I thought exceeded any that 
І had (еер in England. It was gene- 
rally above knee-deep where therc waa 
no drift: itlay till January ті. Ја» 
nuary 15, a moderate fnow, which juft 
covered the ground. 18, more fnow 
fell ; it was about a foot deep, and lay 
to the 25th, at which'time the fhips 
were fruzen in that men did go and 
came aboard upon the ice. The bay 
was frozen over one morning, but the 
tide broke it. I have been told, thas 
heretofore they have rolled hogíheads of 
tobacco to the fhips fides upon the ice. 
The hogíheads commonly weigh five or 
fix hundred weight. Feb. с, fnow 
a foot deep: it lay till the 16th, 
Feb. 28, а mederate (полу which coe 
vered the ground, but was carried away 
by the rain before night; but the tnow 
is not halt fo intolerable as the cold 
north-weft wind. I have heard my 
landlord fay, that.he has thrown up wa- 
ter out of a cup, which turned to ice 
before 1: came to the ground, It is ne- 
ver fo cold as when the wind blows 
from N. W. I fuppofe there may be 
fome high mountains always covered 
with {полк to that point, which makes 

the 
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the wind fo cold ; but when it blows 
for {оте days from (оц -weft, it brings 
fuch warm weather as will inake a man 
that is at any labour pull off his coat, 
though it be in January. Such unfea- 
fonable heats are doubtlefs the occafion 
of many diftempers amongft us. 

The Governor expects that I fhall 
write a natural hiftory of the country, 
it being one of the firft things his Excel- 
lency propofed to me, and 1 promifed 
to pick up what obfervations | could, in 
order to fuch a thing, which I hoped 
would be undertaken by a more able 
hand. 1 am fomewhat diffident of алу 
capacity for fuch a taik without your 
affiftance and direction in making ob- 
fervations, but efpecially іп methodiz- 
ing them iato a compleat hittory. I 
defign to fend you copics of my notes 
and obfervations every year, to perufe; 
which if you will be pleafed to under- 
take,I Шай chearfully go through fitch, 
with it. I doubt not in the leaft but to 
find matter enough for fuch a work. 

As foon as I was well fettled in my 
parith, I began to look about me for the 
fecrets of nature; and indeed J was a 
pas while before [could get any thing 

efide my labour for my pains. The 
time of year was рай for infeéts and 
plants ; fhells there are none this fide of 
the bay, bur {uch foffil thells asthe wa. 
ter wafhes out of the banks: but glof- 
fop trees of feveral fizes are not fcarce. 
Ichthyofponduli are uot fo plenty, 
which you may guefs by what I have 
fent you, which are all that I found 
in forty feveral times or more, for [ fel. 


dom miffed a day wherein I went not 


to fide, which is juft bv the 
place where I live. I have fent you 
fome petrified muthrooms, with a great 
many fragments of the fame. I remem- 
ber I found one fuch at the Ше of 
Sheppey, and another at the Hle of 
Wight, to whom I gave the name of 
{са files, but they are only fragments of 
mufhrooms. There is one new 
to me at 

pieces of a light brown colour I have not 
vet coincd a name for, Some bufor- 
mires you fhall find amongft the гей: 
they refemble ехаёју a fet of drums and 
theepsheads; and г your fatisfaction I 
have fent усу of 
the lower mandible of a drum to com- 
Pare, J have not yer procured 

of fifhes bones, only the bones 
of a dolphin which I have fent you. I 
Intend this fummer to provide you what 
Soncs I can get, and other rarities

which may be acceptable to you, and I 
hope to fend fomething to Afhuole's 
Mufzum, which may perpetuate my 
memory there. 

His Excellency, who was here the 
fecond time, and defires to be remem- 
bered to you, told me that I mutt fend 
a collection of rarities tothe Royal So» 
ciety to adorn them. 1 defired his Ex- 
ceilency toexcufe me in that particular, 
telling him I was wholly devoted to 
advance the credit of Athmole's Mu. 
fzeum upon feveral accounts, onc where- 
of І told him was the furreptitioufly 
carrying away of that now by one 
of their emiffaries frem uoder our walls 
as it were, for which I owed them a 
grudge, and which chiefly was the caufe 
that 1 am faétioufly engaged for the 
other: this put him into an excellent 
humour. The Governor has ordered 
me to hire a man to afit me, and he 
will defray all charges, which J have 
done, and we are now very buly in 
making a garden, and tranfplanting ve- 
getables into it. 

I have now acquainted you, in оте, 
with what I think material, unlefs I 
add a word or two concerning my li- 
brary, which is confiderabiy increafed ; 
{оте books I bought ai London; fome 
my uncle gave ime, and fince I came in 
the Governor bas lent me above twenty, 
moft of them natural hiftories. I had 
likewife a fhare of books that my Lord 
of London fent in for the ule of mini- 
fiers. I hada third part, and amongt 
the гей the works of Dr. Barrow in 
three volumes, and I read them ftoutly. 
If any thing be put out by the Royal 
Society, ог by any of the Virtuofoes, Ё 
fhould be glad со fee it; or if there be 
any new fermons that are practical, 
efpecially occafional fermons, viz. fune- 
ral fermons, they would do m=- a vaft 
kinduels. as making of fermons takes up 
half my time. 

Before I conclude, let me requeft of 
you, upon the account ot our friendíhip, 
that you would fend me an account of 
my relations healih and conditions,efpe- 
cially my brother Jack. If I couid hear 
of his being at Oxford, I would help 
him with pounds per annum; 
which fhould be paid by bills of ex- 
change.

Goldfmith had the fame propen- 
fity: his curioüty was continually at- 
tracied by the variety of the metropo- 
lis. He might ре faid rather to fraver/e 
than walk the ftreets; and I have

with an attention which eur greatcft 
authors might have thought it an honour 
ta have excited. 

Not b ing endued with fumcient 
power of intclle& to enable me to imi- 
tate thefe great men in the more elevated 
parts of their charaéter, 1 am happy to 
follow them at a humble diftance in the 
lower; and feel fome kind of pride ac 
finding in myfelf the fame diipofition 
to pry into the fecrets, or to obferve the 
humours of public and active life; for 
which realon [take every opoortunity 
to gratify my mind wirh that kind of 
xeading which is to be found tn the 
ftreets, “and the acquifirion of that 
ufeful knowledge which is paled upon 
our wails: at the fame time I am a cu- 
rious examiner of the fhops, ftalls, &c. 
and think I can form a pretty accurate 
judgment of the temper and difpofition 
of ihe raafter, from the difpohtion and 
arrangement of the goods that he deals 
in. Bucupon ris fubsect L may enlarge 
at a future period: the bulinefs of the 
preient fpeculation is to relate а cir- 
cumftance which occurred in a lare pe- 
yegrination ; which, had 3t been more 
exteufive, I fnould have called a fenti- 
тета Journ Y. 

Every perfon that is acquainted with 
the metiopolis muft have remarked, 
near one of the gates of. Lincoln's-Inn, 
a barber's fhop, confpicuous for having 
its window furnifhed with a great va- 
riety of wigs upon blecks, admirably well 
drefied and powdered, 


Struck by obferving fuch an elegant 
affemblage, 1 ооа the other day a con- 
fiderable time comparing the different 
degrees and dimenfi.ns of its members, 
and was particularly attentive toan enor-

fhort hiftory of my lite. 

* I derive my being from an eminent 
character who graced that period of arts 
and arms, the age of Louis the Four- 
teenth. I was configned to the care of 
a gentleman who followed the fortunes 
of his exiled mafter, Charles the Se- 
cond; the happy refteration of whofe 
affairs brought me to England, although 
I cannot fay that my introduéticn to 
public notice was the moft favourable, 
as I adorned the head of the Earl of 
Shaftefbury, and was by him conduéted 
tothe theatre the evening the King won- 
dercd why they clapped a black wig 
upon the murderer in Macbeth, as, to 
his knowledge, the greateít rogue in 
the kingdom wore a whiteone. How- 
ever, notwithftanding this obfervation, 
which perhaps had more wit than truth 
in it, I became a great favourite at 
Court; and through the whole of this 
reign, amd the fuccecding one of 
James, filed Готе of the firft offices of 
ftate ; and although it may have been 
hinted that I frequently appeared at 
mafs, it was net becaufe I had from my 
foreign extraction acquired any predi- 
Je&tion for the Roman Catholié religion, 
but merely to do as courtiers in all age 
and nations have done, conform to the 
fathion of the times. І can morcover 
affure you, upon my honour, that I ne- 
ver fat upon the Белер with the inhu- 
man Jeffries, for indeed it was at a la- 
ter period that еу became principally 
concerned in the admini&ration of juf- 
tice. 

« Having hada confiderable fhare in 
the Revolution, 1 was, in the reign of 
King William, inthe zenith of affluence 
and beauty. My curls were volumi- 
nous, my fides and foretup profufc, and 
thofe to whofe appearance I added dig- 
nity, were proud of the countenance 1 
gave them, though I muft own that my 
morals were, in {ome meafure, corrupt- 
ed by my having been made the compa- 
nion of nocturnal riots and drunken fro- 
licks in the two preceding reigns; when, 
in the hour of intexication, 1 have been 
thrown behind the fire, for the joke's 
fake, by a nobleman of more wit than 
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difcretion, whom I have frequently ac- 
companied in the purfuit of low amours; 
and even in the period I am [peaking 
of, being, by means unneceffary to 
ftate, introduced to the Emperor of the 
Mohocks, I have frequently а ед 
in frightening ladies, fcowering the 
fireets. breaking lamps and windows, 
and have concluded the evening by be- 
ing conducted to the watchhoufe, where, 
as was the fathion of the age, I have 
Jain many nights, greatly to the injury of 
my perfon and reputation. 

** І wes taken out of this dangerous 
courfe of life by a gentleman who has, 
by bimf-tf, been celebrated as a paragon 
of virtue and morality. You will per- 
haps anticipate, that 1 mean the late Mr. 
Colley Cibber, who, from our firft 
meeting, grew fo extremely fond of my 
company, that he wrote a comedy on 
purpofe to introduce me upon the ftage, 
whither I was brought in а fedan 
chair *, a mode of introduction which 
was greatly applauded by the audience. 

“ [ now made my enté at White's, 
affociated with the beaux, and as my 
friend Pope fays— 


** Taught oaths to gamefters, and te 
** nobles wit, 


«є In this fituation, if my morals were 
not improved, yet, at leaft with my new 
companions, who were mem of much 
more refined and fofter manners than 
the former, I efcaped the dangers I 
had heretofore experienced. Indeed, 
the only danger 1 was in at prefent was 
that of becoming a coxcomb ; ‘for thefe 
gentlemen, thinking me as vain as. 
themfelvcs, were [carce ever eafy but 
when I was placed bcfore a glafs, where 
they ufed to Arcke, comb, and admire 
me even in the prefence of the ladies. I 
remember it was about this time that a 
gentleman who united in himfe!lf thofe 
мету oppofi‘e characters of ftatefman and 
moralit advifed me, as I had fucceeded. 
fo well in comedy, totry my taleots in 
tragedy. Г accordingly appeared in the 
cheracter of Cato. The applaufe I re- 
ceived will ever live recorded in the 
harmonicus numbers of the poet before 
quoted +, 

** Upon this remarkable occafion, as 1 
have juft obferved. I not only met with

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_the greateft general applaufe, but was 
complimented, and, whar was far better, 
rewarded by borh fides of rhe houfe, for 
tue noble and elevated fentiments which

which each party chofe to adopt as their 
own. 

“ The ftage was now confidered by 
me as too confined afphere for the exer- 
cife of my abilities. I entered deeply 
into the politics of the times; was one 
ef the Sixteen *, and continued. with 
them until the other party won me over 
by adopting an appellation which found- 
ed like my furzame. When they had 
gotten me amongít them, they imme- 
diately placed me at tbeir brad, made 
me amember of the Kit- Kat Club+, and 
І now reckoned among my friends the 
Dukes of Marlborough, Portland, and 
Devonfhire; the Earls of Godolphin 
and Sunderland; Mefirs. Addifon, 
Sieeie, and many others celebrated for 
their wit or ther courage ; andalthough 
we were oppofed hy the Duke of Or- 
mond, by Harley, St. John, Swift, Ar- 
buthnot, Prior, and feveral other men 
of the frf talents, we made fo glorious 
a Капа, and raifed fo great a bufle about 
«var, that the latter party was obliged to 
call in zwelve new affociates vo make 

Cale. 

& This was a ftroke of fate or poli- 
tics that we did not recover from through 
the remainder of this reign. Indeed, 
the contention that I had been engaged 
in had made me fo peevifh and pailion- 
ate, that my friends thought me highly 
qualified for the fziezceof ibe law. When 
І frt appeared at the Ваг, a defect in 
my crow" was obferved, and as I was 
furrounded by wits, fome faid thar I 
was become crack-brained with ftudy ; 
others, who had a fatirical turn, aferib- 
ed my fra&tureto a lefs reputable caufe : 
however, as in my prefent protetfion it 
was equally my bufiuefs fo ftd or to coa- 
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ceal flaws, my genius fuggefted to me the 
idea of cle pping a black fk patch behind, 
which effectually covered the obje& of 
their mirth or antmadverfion. 

* This, which might be called 
** fnatching a grace," was thought fo 
happy an expedient, that 1 foon became 
the fafhion ; for you muft know, Sir, 
there is a fafhion even in the Courts of 
Judicature. I foon leaped from wth- 
out to within the bar, and when there, аз 
1 made more noife than any of my bree 
thren, it was thought neceffary that F 
fhould be configned toa place of repofe. 
OF confequence I mounted to the bench, 
wherein I am now happily feated. But 
as many philofophers, both ancient and 
modern, have faid that there muft be a 
mixture of good and evil, happinefs and 
mifery, in this world, I Ша obferve 
that my family, once fo numerous and 
refpeétable, have not met with the fucs 
cefs in life that I could with. Indeed, 
the men have almoft totally difcarded 
them, and I verily believe, had not the 
ladies Бесс те their proteétors, that ex- 
cept the few who рга@1е the law un- 
der me, they would have been wholly 
annihilated. I hear his Lordfhip is 
coming, or I fhould be more diffufe in 
my thanks to that amiable part of the 
creation, for the favour they have thewn 
us; but being obliged to attend him, 
тий defer them to another opportynity. 
When that offers, whether I am placed 
upon athrone, ог have become part of 
the ftock in trade of a (hoe- black, I fhall 
be equally ready to exprefs my gratitude 
tothem for their benevolence, and to 
you, Sir, for your attention.”

. This popular appellation [The Weft 
of England] is ufuallv gives to the four 
."mott Weftern Counties: namely, Corns 
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WALL, DEVONSHIRE,, SOMERSET- 
SHIRE, and DORSETSHIRE. 

* But, in examining a country, like 
England, with a view to the exiting 
ftate of its Agriculture, and the other 
branches of its Rural Economy, the 
arbitrary lines of Counties are to be 
wholly difregarded. For if any plan 
was obferved in determining the cut- 
lines of provinces, in this Папа, it cer- 
tainly had no reference or alliance what- 
ever to Agriculture; unlefs it were to 
divide, between oppofing claimants, the 
natural Diftricts, which require to be 
ftudied feparately, and entire. Natura, 
not fortuitous lines are requifite te be 
traced ; agricultural, not polstecal dif- 
tinétions are to be regarded. 

* A NATURAL DisT кіст is marked 
by a uniformity or fimlaritv of sort 
and SURFACE; whether, by fuch uni- 
formity, а marfh, a vale, an extent of 
upland, a range of chalky heights, or a 
ftretch of barren mountains, be produ- 
eed. And an AGRICULTURAL Dis- 
TRICT is difcriminated by an uniformi- 
ty or fimilarity of PRACTICE; whether 
it be chara&terifed by graz:ng, theep 
farming, arable management, or mixed 
cultivation; or by the production of 
fome particular article, as dairy pro- 
duce, fruit liquer, &c. &c, 

** Now, it 15 evident, that the boun- 
dary Jines of Counties pay no regard to 
thefe circumftances, On the contrary, 
we frequently find the molt entice 
Diftriéts, with refpeét to Nature and 
Agriculture, fevered by political lines 
of demarcation. The Midland Diftricts, 
for inftance, а whole with rufpeét to 
foil, furface, and ettablilhed practice, is 
reduced to mere fragments, by the out- 
lines of the four counties of Leicefter, 
Warwick, Stafford, and Derby. Again, 
The Fruit Liquor Difiriét of the Wye 
and Severn includes parts of the coun- 
ties of Hereford, Gloucefter, and Wor. 
ceter; and the Dairy Diltritt of North 
Wiltfhire receives portionsof the coun-

** Hence, it may be truly faid, to pro- 
fecute an Agricultural Survey, by 
Counties, is to fet at naught the diftinc- 
tions of Nature, which 1t 1s the inten- 
tion of the Surveyor to examine and 
defcribe; and to feparate into parts the 
diftinguifhed practices, which it is his 
bufinefs to regifter entire. 

* Such a mode of procedure: is not 
only an impropriety in theory, but in 
practice. Itdeftroys that SIMPLICITY 
of EXECUTION and PERSPICUITY OF 
ARRANGEMENT, which alone can ren- 
der an extenfive undertaking pleafur- 
able to him who profecutes it, and profit- 
able to the public. 

* Another practical obje&ion, which 
lies againft furveving by Counties, be- 
fide the repetitions or references it re- 
quires, is the UNNECESSARY LABOUR 
it incurs, and the SUPERFLUOUS 
VOLUMES it песе агу gives rife to. 
For it is not the praétice of every town- 
ibip or farm which сал be regiftered, 
nor that of every hundred or county 
which requires it. 

* Ttis the SUPERIOR PRACTICES of 
DISTINGUISHED NATURAL Dis- 
TRICTS, in different and DISTANT 
PARTS OF THE ÍsLAND (thus feparat- 
ing its more DISTINCT PRACTICES), 
and thefe only, that are neccífary to be 
fixed; As X FIRM BASIS, ON WHICH TO 
RAISE FUTURE IMPROVEMENTS, AND 
STILL MORE ENLIGHTENED PRAC- 
Ticks. The intermediate lands either 
partake of the management of' thefe 
diftinguifhed Diflriéts, or are fubje&ted 
to methods that are lcfs eligible; and 
therefore, not requifite to be regiftered.

In treating of thefe feveral Diftricts, 
efpecially the firft (which fills a. princi- 
pal part of the Firft Volume), the fub- 
Је is divided into two principal parts. 
In the firt Part the Diftrié itfelf is de- 
{cribed, under three general heads. It 
is firt examined as a production of 
nature; thus taking a general view of 
its Natural Hffory. Itis fecondly con- 
fidered as a part of the domain of the 
realm; thereby conveying a general 
idea of its political economy; fo far as 
relates to political divifions, to the pre- 
fent fate of fociety, to the public works 
it contains, and to its prefent produc- 
tions, as they may be viewed in a goliti- 
cal light; and, iaftly, as private pro- 
perry; fhewing the different tenurcs 
and rights attached ro the lands of this 
quarter of the kingdom. 

The other principal divifion, of the 
Regifter of cach Diftrict, is entitled 
RuRAL Economy ; aterm which does 
not appear to have been hitherto fuf- 
ficiently defined, in our language; we 
therefore tranfcribe with greater readi- 
nefs this Writer's analyfis and divition of 
this extenfive and important fubje& : 

* RuRAL Economics comprife 
three fubjects, diftinét in their more 
effential parts, but clofely connected in 
their ramifications, which blend, in fuch 
a manner, as to unite the whole in one 
connected fubject, and form the moft 
ufeful branch of human knowledge. 

“ The HUMAN SPECIES receive their 
fubfiftence from the foil—are, in 
reality, themfelves a produce of it. In’ 
the more advanced Ќагеѕ of population, 
their exiftence may be faid to reft on 
the righr application and management 
of the lands they colleétively hold in 
potfetfion. 

* LANDED POSSESSIONS, in а ftate 
of accumulation, become too extenfive 
to be profitably occupied by individual 
poffeffors ; who, therefore, parcel out 
their refpe&ive lands, among a plurali- 
ty of occupiers, to whom. a. fpecies of 
temporary ро е оп is given, and they, 
in return, give a fuitable confideration 
for fuch temporary occupancy. . 

* Bat before a LANDED: ESTATE 
can be difpofed of, in this manner, with 
due propriety, it is meceffary to aign 
the lands it contains to their proper 
ufes: as to feparate thofe which pro- 
duce, and are fit for producing wood, 
from thofe which are adapted to the 
purpoles of Agriculture; and, this done, 
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to feparate the latter into fuitable pare 
cels, or farms; agreeably to their re- 
fpe&tive foils and fituations. The farms 
thus laid out require Zwidings, fences, 
roads, ce. &e. fuitably adapted to each. 
Thefe arrangements and operations, 
added to the appreciation of the feveral 
parcels, the choice of proper perfons to 
eccupy them, the regulations and re- 
ftriétions neceffary to be underftood by 
the parties, together with the unremit- 
ting care and fuperintendance, which 
an extenfive eftate and its occupiers 
require, form a feparate and very 
important branch of rural manage- 
ment, 

* Again, me WOoODLANDs, which 
were formerly committed to the care of 
farm occupiers, who reaped the under- 
growth, as a produce of their holds, the 
timber being referved for the owners of 
the lands, are now generaily, and very 
properly, detached from tenanted lands, 
and placed under the care and fuperin- 
tendance of woodwards, acting as affift- 
znts to the managers of eftates; the 
whole produce, whether of timber or 
undergrowth, being reaped by the pro- 
prietor of the foil. 

© This MANAGEMENT of GROWN 
woons is in itfeif an employment of 
fome confideration, and, when united 
with the propagation of woodlands, 
whether by PLANTING or by SEMINAL 
€ULTIVATION, forms the fecond fub- 
ject of Rural Economy. , 

* The lak is AGRICULTURE: or 
the cultivation of farm lands, whether 
in the occupation of proprietors, or their 
tenants: a fubject, which, viewed in 
all its branches, and to their fullet ex- 
tent, is not only the moft important, 
and the moft difficult, in Rural Econo- 
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mics, but in the circle of human Arts 
and Sciences. 

“© From this analyfis it appears, that 
RuRAL Economy comprifes three 
feparable fubjects; namely, 

* Firft, lenanted cflates, and their 
management. 

* Second, The production and ma- 
nagement of woodlands. 

« Third, Agriculture, or the ma- 
nagement of cultivated lands. 

* Neverthelefs, viewed in the fyn- 
thefis, they form a diftiné branch of 
knowledge, with which it is incumbent 
on every man whofe fortune-is vefted 
in landed property, то be familiarly 
converíant." 

Each of thefe principal divifions we 
fee taking their natural ramifications, 
in a fyllabus, or wüat the Writer terms 
an Analytical Table of Contents, рге. 
fixed to each velume ; and which 15 evi- 
dently intended to give а comprehen- 
five view of the general fubjeéts, as well 
as to ай the Reader in his references 
to the prefent volumes; and to айй 
him ftill farther, a general and copious 
Index is given at the end of the work, 

In addition to the feveral accounts of 
the Difiricts above enumerated, thefe 
volumes contain a feries of MINUTES 
made on the Writer's own praétice in 
West DEVONSHIRE; which, befide 
the praétical information they contain, 
ferve to imprefs the Reader with a de- 
gree of confidence, with refpect to the 
Writer's perfonal knowledge of the 
country, whofe provincial praótice he 
bas defcribed. 

In eur next Number we propofe to 
lay before our Readers fome extraéts 
from the different parts of thefe volumes. 


The Decline and Fall of the Englith Syftem of Finance. By Thomas А

WE could not devife а better mode of 
giving a copcife and fatisfactory 
account of the grand point in contro- 
verfy between thefe two writers, on a 
fubjeét of the utmoft importance to the 
nation, than by a curfory review of both 
taken together. 
The ftabilitv or inflabiliry of the 
Public Credit of Great Britain, and the 
duration of the funding fyitem efta-

blifhed on that credit, are the objects 
of the conteft, and the two pamphlets 
contain a feries of affertions and refutaa 
tious. 

The fum and fubftance of Mr. Paine’s 
pamphlet is comprifed in a few very 
bold affertions, calculated to fpread a 
general alarm зтопр that great body 
of the people of this country, and fo. 
reighers, whe are pofieifed of property 
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vefted in the public funds, or in Dank 
notes. 

Thefe aflertions form a daring but 
impotent attack on the Bank of Eng- 
land, and on the fy(tem of Finances 
which hes fuccefsfully provided for the 
exigencies of the State in times of War, 
now nearly a century ; and which has 
proved lefs burthenfome to the nation 
than any plan of raifing by affeffment 
within the year fuch large fumsas have 
been required for thofe frequent and 
expenfive wars, in which Great Britain 
has геп involved during that period. 

It demands no extraordinary talents 
to difcover the difference between pay- 
ing a certain comparatively eafy propor- 
tion of taxes for the annual intereft of 
Loans to Government, amounting to 
fifteen or eighteen millions a year, or 
being obliged to raife fuch immenfe 
fums by a heavy rate on ail real and 
perfonal property, The argument in 
favour of the perennial Wavsand Means 
in ufe before the funding {yftem took 
place, is, that no debt was entailed 
upon pofterity, nor confequently any 
permanent taxes. But then, the fums 
ralfed in times of war did not amount 
to one half of the fums now paid by 
general taxes for the annual intereít 
aione of the funds conftituting the Na- 
tional Debt. But if this country had 
been limited to fcanty fupplies in her 
operations againft fuch formidable епе- 
mies as France and Spain, fhe muft have 
funk long fince under the weight of 
their power and refources. The na- 
tional debt, therefore, has been con- 
tracted to preferve her from that cataf- 
trophe, and to maintain her dignity, 
independence, and extenfive commerce. 

This fy ftem, however, of paper money, 
or public credit, accordingto Mr. Paine, 
advances rapidly to its final diffolution, 
and that diffolution, wienever it hap- 
pens, muft involve the Government in 
bankruptcy, and occafiona Revolution. 
He pretends to have difcovered fymp- 
toms and facis whick authorife this 
opinion, and he is fo confident as to af- 
fert, that the laft twenty years of its 
duration is commenced, or at all events 
that it will not continue to the end of 
Mr. Pitt’s life, fuppofing him to live 
the ufual age of man. To refute this 
dangerous hypothefis is the laudable de- 
fign of Mr. Broome's publication; and 
in part he has happily fucceeded ; but 
{отс points he has left unanfwered, a 
deficiency which we fhall endeavour to 
fapply before we conclude the article. 
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In the mean time we fhall proceed with 
this able refutation as far as it goes ; and 
in doing this ic will not be neceffary to 
refer to Мг. Paine's pamphlet feparate- 
ly, becaufe Mr. Bicome quotes all the 
material paffages in his Obfervations, 
which are in faét a critical review of it, 

The firft grofs fallacy ће detects is, 
Mr. Paine’s comparifon of the paper- 
money and credit of Great Britain with 
the coatinental paper-money iffued by 
the new American Government during 
the American War, and the Affignats 
in France: “ Between five and fix 
years," fays Mr. Paine, * determined 
the fate of thofe experiments ; and every 
cafe of a failure in finances, fince the 
fyftem of paper began, has produced a 
Revolution in Government, either total 
or partial. A failure in the finances of 
France produced the French Revolu- 
tion. А failure in the finance of Af- 
fignats broke up the Revolutionary 
Government, and produced the prefent 
French Conftitution. А failure in the 
finances cf the old Congrefs of Ame- 
rica, and the embarraffment it brought 
upon commerce, broke up the fyftem of 
the old confederation, and produced 
the prefent federal Conttitution. If 
then we admit of reafoning by compari- 
fon of caufes and events, a failure in 
the Englith finances will produce fome 
change in the: Government of that 
country," This is what Mr. Paine 
and his abettors, or employers, the 
French Executive Directory, with to 
accomplifh at the prefent moment, in- 
ftead of its being poftponed twenty 
years longer. But Mr. Broome clearly 
demonftrates, that the comparifon it- 
felf is totally unjuft; and the whole of 
his reafoning upon this interefting point 
merits the attention of every perfon in 
the kingdom who has any property in 
the funds, or isin the habit of receiving 
Bank notes on the footing of gold or 
filver: to them we earneftly recom- 
mend this pamphlet, as it is not praéti- 
cable to give a full ftatement of the 
refutation within the limits of our 
Review. The effential difference mut 
be obvious from this circumftance alone ; 
the continental paper-monev, and the 
French Affignats, were circulated hy 
compulfion, no perfon dared to refuíe 
them; in England all is voluntary; not 
a note or bill of any kind is forced upon 
natives or foreigners : this is the firm 
bafis on which Mr. Broome builds his 
refutation of Paine’s fallacious compa- 
rifon, and its confequenccs, ‘* It is the 
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difference between жоелу and valens, 
confent and compulfon The deprecia- 
tion of Aífignats in France ts the refult 
ої compulfion. The par of Bank notes 
with gold and filver is, and will always 
be, the effe& of the option every man 
has to aecept of this paper, or torcjeét 
зї; and of the Jacility of receiving gold 
and filver in exchange for them at plea- 
fure, either from the Bank, or indi- 
viduals; whereas Aifignats, not scing 
negotiable, have been fold and ex- 
changed for gold at the rate of zwo bun- 
«red tor опе ; that is, about one penny 
fora pound fterling. Itis a kind of 
infult to the credit or paper currency 
of EnglanH, to contraft it with that of 
France, differing in every particular, 
except that paper is the /udfratum of 
both. Affignats and Mandats аге if- 
fued by the French Government, but 
Bank notes are not iffued by the Eng- 
lith Government, nor do I underftand 
that Government is fecuritv either for 
Bank ftock, or for the notes iffued by the 
Bank." 

Butthe great error into which fo- 
reigners, and fome of our own people, 
fall, is, chat of confoundine tbe two 
diftin&t fituations of the Bank, as a 
Banking Company, and as Managers of 
the Public Funds for Governmenr, and 
being otherwavs connected with ehe 
Minifters of the Finances for the time 
being. Bank notes, andall the banking 
bufinefs of the Governor and Company 
of the Bank of England, are abfolutcly 
feparate from and independent on the 
Funds conftituting the National Debt; 
it does not therefore follow, that any 
depreciation of a particular Fund fhould 
эйе& Bank notes, which would be the 
cafe if they were fo clofely connected 
or combined as many people are apt to 
imagine: rool. three per cent Contols. 
may be worth but sol. if the value of 
money rifes in time of war to fix per 
cent. though only fve can be legally 
given, and the гей muft be made up by 
douceurs у but a Bank note of fen pounds 
will not therefore be reduced to уйше; 
vet, even before the Revolution this 
was currently believed in France, and 
how much eafier is it to deceive that 
unhappy narion at prefent. But as 
Mr, Paine afferts, thatali the Loans to 
Government which are converted into 
Funds ar different rates of intereft, are 
made with Bank notes, it was his bufi- 
пе ro attack the credit of the Bank in 
the frit inftance, in order to pave the 
way to the fubverfon of the funding 
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fvítem. With this view, he contends 
that the Bank has бо millions of notes 
in circulation, and that if only 20 mil- 
liors of this paper were to be fuddenly 
prefented for payment, the Bank could 
not pay half-a-crown in the pound ; that 
15 to fay, the Bank has not in fpecie zwo 
millions and а half. This Mr. Broome 
Juftly confiders as carrying abfurdity 
upon the very face of it ; yet it is fo 
alarming in its tendency, that he has 
thought proper to be(tow feveral pagcs 
on its refutation, and he gives fuch rea. 
fons for believing in the ftability of the 
Bank, as totally overthrow Paine’s pre- 
tended demonftration of the impending 
ruin of this nation from its inftability, 
Part of hisarguments we fhall take the 
liberty to quote, and refer our readers 
for the remainder to the pamphlet it- 
felf, which cannot be too clofely ftudied 
by thofe who wifh to be made acquaint- 
ed with the true ftate of our fyftem of 
finance, and to b: guarded againft the 
аги! mifreprefentations of traitors and 
foreign enemies. 

“The Bank of England, like other 
Barks, difcounts bills, and it is thence 
their imment: profits arife. The Bank 
deals in bullion; there they have un- 
doubtedly an equivalent. They alfo 
advance money to Government; there 
they have Government fecurity for their 
principal! and interet. A vat numberof 
their bills now in circulation have their 
equivalent in cafh and ingots. Another 
part has its correfpondent value in the 
warehoufes and fhops of great merchants 
and manufaétories; and the third part has 
its correfpondent value in Government 
fecurities, fuch as Scrip taken іп pawn, 
money advanced to the Miniftry under 
various heads, with a long train of 
etceteras, more than I can enumerate. 
Nothing but frauds of an unexampled 
kind could potfibly impoveri(h the Bank, 
or ftrip it of its real wealth. Their 
profits muft be great, as they flow from 
fources which never dry up. They 
have a large fum anuually allowed for 
the management of the National Debts ; 
all which, after paying the falaries of 
the clerks, muft be clear profit. They 
have the ufe of the unclaimed dividends, 
They have the advantage of difcounting 
without money; that is, if a merchant 
afks them to difcount a bill of 10,0001. 
they can give him paper which cotts 
them nothing ; and if thefe bills are not 
brought in for cath within the two 
months, which they are generally dif- 
counted fer, the clear profits of the

Bank in this tranfa&ion cannot be lefs 
than gol.” Mr. Broome might haze 
added, the profits atifing from the keep- 
ing cath for confiderable merchants, in 
the fame manner as private bankers. 
Upon the whole, we think he has 
clearly proved the ftability of the credit 
of the Bank, from its ability to give 
са for all its notes in circulation ; and 
it is not probable that fo large a fum as 
even five millions fhould ever be fud- 
denly demanded, owing to their general 
difperhon, not only in Great Britain 
and Ireland, bur even in. fome foreign 
countries, particularly Holland, before 
the late Revolution ; and “ that the fe- 
curity is indubitable, being the higheft 
that human nature is cupable of afford- 
ing." In faét, there cannot be the leat 
probability, under any given circum- 
ftaüce but that of a conguet of the 
country, that the Bank fhould become 
infolvent, or that their notes fhould 
fuffer any depreciation. Let it like- 
wife be remembered, that both the po- 
litical and the commercial intereft is 
concerned in füpporting the Bank, upon 
any great emergency ; and a remark- 
able тарсе is upon record of the mer- 
chants and principal tradefmen, in the 
year 1745, during the Rebellion, join- 
ingin an affociation to take Bank поез 
in payment, when the fears of the pco- 
ple and the praé&tices of the enemies of 
Government had occafioned a run upon 
the Bank, and a difficulty of getting 
Bank notes exchanged by individuals for 
cath. 

Convinced of the folly of attacking 
the credit of the Bank, and that the 
currency of fo much optionable paper in 
this kingdom is the confequerice of its 
flourifhing ате, Mr. Broome proceeds 
to an examination of Mr, Paine’s other 
affertion, ** that the Funding fvftem is 
rapidly approaching to its diffolution, 
from which he infers the impending 
ruin of the Government. He founds 
it on a view of the progrefs of the Na- 
tional Debt, which began about тоо 
yeats back, during which there have 
been fix wars, including the prefent ; 
aed he difcovers, that every war cofis 
half as much again as the preceding 
ore; and this he makes a ratio to de- 
.termine the expences of future wars, 
calculating in the following manner: 
The firft war coft 21, the fecond 33, 
the third 48, the fourth 72, the fitth 
108, and the fixth, or prefent, he fup- 
poles will сой 162 millions, confiituting 
a debt of 444 millons when it is con- 
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cluded; and by the fame rule of pro- 


greffion, he makes an addition of 5042 
millions at the clofe of fix future wars 3 
and he then afks if any man can be fo 
ftupid, as to fuppofe this fytem can 
coniinue. 

In refuting this alarming ftatement of 
our financial danger, Mr. Broome 
takes a comprehenfive view of the fyf- 
tem of Loans, and various other operae 
tions of Finance combined with them, 
fuch as Exchequer and Navy Bills, and 
his examinations and difculfions of thefe 
fubjects are novel, curious, and inte- 
reíting ; but itis impcthble to give an 
adequate idea of his chain of reafoning 
in any abridgement. 

We thail, therefore, only feleé& fuch 
paffages, as, in dire&t oppofition to what 
Mr. Paine calls bis demonttration, give 
the шой plcafing profpect that the 
Funding {у йет, with proper manage- 
ment, may coniinue for many genera. 
tions ; and, confequently, that the’Pub 
lic Funds, as well as the Sank, may be 
trufted as long as there is any efablith- 
ed Government inthis country. The 
following are the moft important : 

** Tho’ there is an evident abfurdity 
in eftablifhing an arithmetic ргорогооа 
to а variable feries of contingencies, 
fuch as to the сой of a war, which тау 
be of three, or of ten years duration, 
vet there is undoubtedly a never-failing 
increafe of expence in every war. Itis 
faid that Milo, when a boy, began with 
carrying a calf, and he ended with 
carrying anox., How did this happen? 
it could be from no other cauíe than 
that Milo’s firength increafed with the 
weight. In the year 1697, it would 
have been impofhble to raile haf the 
fum in one year which has been raifed 
within the laft twelve montlis in this 
kingdom. Experience has fhewn that 
the impofition of taxes creates the ability 
of paying them; and experience -has 
thewn us alfo, that the duration of war 
is not proportionate to the military fuc- 

-cefs, but to the capability of raifing 
money то’ carry on the war. Тім 
maxim, or rather oblervation, is peculiat 
to this country, being ап ifland, aad 
fccured from invafion by the fuperiority 
of its fleets; it has it in its"power to 
harrafs and annoy the enemy in every 
рагі Where it is vulnerable and unde- 
fended. As we cannot be invaded, ocr 
thrown into any internal confufion, we 
can go on with a war as long as we can 
find money to pay for labourers and 
fores. Itfeems, then, shat the increafe 
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ef expences incurred by every fuccef- 
five war, is in proportion to our re- 
fources, ог the capabiuty of raifing 
money; and fo far from proving our 
poverty to be Increafi^g, it proves that 
our wealth is increaling. Some people 
vill ted you, that the national wealth is 
already at the higheft pitch; but ir mui 
be remembered, that whut ts iaid now, 
was faid at theconclufion of the Ameri- 
can war, and at thc end of the war be- 
fore that, and, probably, will be faid 
at the end or beginning of the next 
var, in the next century. The national 
debt, which is our incorporeal wealth, 
calls forth the induttry of the people, 
and it is in the indultry and labour of a 
nation that you are to look for its true 
riches and greatnefs, much more than 
in diftant territory. But, will this m- 
dufiry and wealth continue? 15 it in- 
creafing or decreafing ? Aik the Mar- 
quis of Lanfdown, he wili tell you that 
we are undone and ruined beyond re- 
demption, Atk Lord Aukiand, and 
he will tell you, there never was fucha 
flourifhing eountry ; it profpers even in 
time of war. JI will, however, take 
notice of {cme fymptoms in the political 
body, which have not a favourable ap- 
pearance, contraíting them with others 
that indicate returning health and 
vigour.” In doing this, Mr. Broome is 
led away from his main fubjeét inro 
political difcuffions, in which we fhall 
not follow him ; the refult alone being 
applicable to the refutation of Mr. 
Paine’s calculations of the future in- 
сгсаіе of the naronal debt, aud of the 
diffolution of the Funding Iyem; and 
itis comprifed in a few words. 

“ The Minitiry of former days have 
gone on with contracting new debts, 
without planving any efficacious means 
to difcharge the old. Whatever may 
be alledged agaiuft the prefent Minifter 
in other reipeéts, every perfon matt al- 
low him great merit in the adoption of 
the Sinking Fund, and alfo for the plan 
of keeping the debe within due bouncs; 
for if охе per сет. be duly applied to the 
liquidation of the principal, it will ex- 
tinguilh it in forty years. The war 
cannot endure much longer ; upon the 
return of peace every thing wili affume 
a better абре; and if the pretent 
fyftem of finance can be purfued fur 
twenty years, the burthens of the peo- 
ple will becume lighter, whilfi the mode 
of turning the new Laans into Annuities 
of about torry years, mult prevent the 
accumulation of the national debt, With 
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refpe& to the old debt, the Sinking Fund 
has already done wonders. Lord Auk- 
land fays,it has paid off nineteen mil- 
lions; that is, bought up twenty-nine 
millions ot Taree per Cent. Stock запа, that 
there is now annually appropriated tothat 
purpole about 2,600,0001, Thefe two 
operations of Finance, then, it is evi- 
dent, totally overthrow ail Mr. Paine’s 
calculations and predictions. And as 
long as trade keeps us, as long as Go- 
verninent can fd taxes to pay the in- 
tereft of nus loans, without taxing the 
Funds, fo lung will the Funding fyflem 
maintain its ground, And if the Mini- 
fter lays his taxes on the rich, and as 
much as polible on the fuperfluities of 
life, there can be no doubt of his being 
able to pay the intereft of new Loans, 
without injuring trade and manutac- 
tures, er eppreihng the poor. As to 
the principai fums to be borrowed by 
new Loans, the contention of the candi- 
dates for the iaf, plainly thew that 
there is no want of wealth in the king- 
dom to jurnifh them." 

We fhall conclude with fhort re- 
marks on two affertions of Mr. Paine, 
of which Мг. Broome has not taken 
any notice, He fays, that the capital of 
the Narional Debr is kept out of fight: 
15 not the very contrary the cafe? Docs 
notevery transfer day bring to market 
confiderable {ums in the different Funds 
which conftitute this debt? Is notthe pro- 
perty vetted in them fold, or transferred; 
and does not this circulation, as far as it 
goes, flatly coutradiét the aflertion? If 
not, we are at а lofs to know what he 
means by keeping the capital out ol fight. 

In апоспег part of his pampulet 
he fays, ** It ought to be known that 
taxes in Engignd are not paid in 
geld and mlver, but in paper (Bank 
notes). Every perfon who pays апу 
confiderably quantity of taxes, tuch as 
inaitiers, brewers, difüllers (1 appeal 
fur the truth of this to any of the Col. 
le&tors of Excife, or to Mr. Whitbread), 
knows this to be the cafe. The intercit 
of the National Funded Debt is paid ас 
the Bank, 1n the fame kind of paper— 
it is a/ways paid in Bank notes.” 

Nothing can exceed the falfehood of 
thefe two aflertions. Ја the firfl cafe, 
the major part of the taxes, as collected 
from individuals at private Һошіеѕ, mutt 
of courfe be paid to the Collectors in 
goid and flyer, when the fum to be 
pad by each perfon quarterly, or half. 
yearly, docs not amount to ое pounds, 
for there are nu Dank notes under that 
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value. Ts it likely that the Hair Pow- 
der Tax, the Licence for Shooting, the 
Dog Tax, and many others, colle&ted in 
fmall fums, from individuals, fhould be 
paid in Bank notes? Every man in his 
fenfes muft be convinced that the Col- 
leé&toers muft receive them in gold and 
filver. With refpeét to brewers, dil- 
tillers, and other perfons who have 
large fums to pay, it is very probable 
that,as they receive large Сат from 
their cuftomers, efpecially publicans, in 
fpecie, they may pay them away to the 


Collectors, or they тоу give them drafts 
upon their bankers, and it is well known 
that they may receive either money 


or nores, at their option, for fuch drafts у 
it does not therefore follow, that even 
thofe who have the moft to pay to the 
Colletctors, generally, much lefs con- 
ftantly, pay them in Bank notes. 

‚ Andasto the half-yearly dividends or 
intereft on the National Debt, nothing 
is of more public ndtoricty, than that 
great part of them is paid in gold toin, 
very often in new guineas and half 
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guineas, which are generally obferved to 
be in circulation after the payment of 
thofe dividends, Large fums тау be 
paid in Bank notes, but moderate and 
the fmaller claims are always paid in 
са{һ. 

Finally; it muft be an eternal blot 
upon the character of Mr. Paine, or of 
thofe who have borrowed his name for 
this pamphler, to have propagated the 
following wilful error : “ The quantity 
of cafh in the Bank can never be fo 
much as tes millions, той probably nor 
ёле. The truth, “on the evidence of 
éircumftances," to ufe his own words, 
is, that the dcmancs on the Bank for 
gold coin daily, in the courfe of bufinefs, 
to fapply bankers to pay the notes 
brought in for cafh, in difcounting bills 
for merchants, and various other calls, 
dicate the conftant poffeffion of at Jeaft 
Jive millions, as a prudent provifion for 
every incidental claim, that may be un- 
expectediy made, beyond the ufual de- 
mandi. 
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^| HIS ingeniots differtation on va- 
rious kinds of food, and on the 
cheapeft means of feeding the poor, was 
compofed and publifhed ata period when 
а general alarm had taken place in all 
parte of the kingdom on account of the 
"high price of corn and cther provifions, 
from which not only a ftarcity was ap- 
brehended, but it was to be feared that 
the articles of food in common wie 
amongit thé lowe? ranks of life, parti- 
cularly the labeuríng poor employed in 
agriculture, manufactures, and trade, 
and thofe who are fupported in chari- 
table afvlums; would become fo dear as 
to reader it neceffary to provide (0001. 
tutes for them, in ordet to avert the im- 
pending evilof a general dearth of pro- 
vifions, 
Wheaten bread and тесі were the 
s ib articics tbe unlimited con- 
umption of which required itimediate 
reftri€tions and economical arrange 
ments; and fuch as were adopted with- 
out lofs of time are fo univerfally 
known, having been publifhed and cir- 
culated through every channel of intel 
‚ Jigence, that they require no tafther no- 
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tice than juft to merition, that they cer- 
tainly produced the defired effeét'of di. 
mínithing the confumption, and check- 
ing the inhuman апа avaricious projects 
of monopolizers, who fpeculate upon the 
diftrefs of the public, and who, but for 
the falutary meafures taken by Govern- 
ment, and by patriotic individuals, 
would have increafed the fearcity, and 
enhanced the prices in the market, both 
in town and in the country, to fuch a 
degree, asto bring upon us fome of the 
horrors of a famine. | 

At this critical junéture, our bene- 
Yolent author exerted himfelf withua- 
common zeal and activity, and the refule 
of bis labours and experiments luid be- 
fore the public in this Effay will be 
found tO be "very "dmpottant: ateall 
times, but mote efvecially in time of 
general feareizy. 1 

The invettigation of the /cience of nu- 
trition the Count very juftly confiders as 
a fobje& curious in itfelf, and highly in- 
tercfting tomankind, and ir appears that 
ng has made it a. favourite ќаду. We 
entirely agree with him in the idea that 
many importan; difcoveriss and im- 
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provements muft refult from the pur- 
fuit, til we obtain a more perfec 
knowledge of it ; and the fpecimen he 
has given in the following philofcphical 
account of the virtues of teater, isa 
convincing proof that great advantages 
may be derived from future difcoveries 
xelative to the myfterious operation of 
nutrition. 

« Since it has been known that wa- 
ter is not a fimple element, but a com- 
pound, and capable of being decompof- 
ed, much light has been thrown upon 
many operations of nature which for- 
meriy were wrapped up in obfcurity. 
In vegetation, for inftance, it bas been 
rendered extremely probable, that water 
acts a much more important part than 
was formerly affigned to it by philofo- 
phers. "That it ferves not merely as a 
vehicle of nourifhment, but conititutes 
at leaft one part of the food of plants; 
that it isdecompofed by them, and con- 
tributes materially to their growth; and 
that manures ferve rather to prepare the 
water for decompofition, than ta form of 
themfelves fubftantially and directly the 
nourifhment of vegetables. 

* Now a very clear analogy may ea- 
fily be traced between the vegetation 
and growth of plants, and the digeftion 
and nourifhinent of animals; and, as 
water is indifpenfably neceffary in both 
proceffes, and as in one of them (уеде 
tation) it appears evidently to ferve as 
food, why fhould we not fuppofe it may 
ferve as food in the other? There is, 
in my opinion, abundant reafon to 
fufpeét that this is really the cafe.” 

After making a variety of experi- 
ments in providing food for the poor at 
Munich, be was confirmed in his opi- 
nion, and not a little furprized an dif- 
covering the very {mall quantity of /olid 
food which, when properly prepared, 
will fuffice to fatisfy hunger, and fup- 
port life and health, and the very tri- 
fling expence at which the ftouteft and 
moft laborious man may, in any coun- 
try, be fed. This difcovery is the bafis 
of all the Count's cheap preparations of 
food, and of courfe they confift of foups. 

« [t was found that the ch-ape/ty той 
.favoury, and той »ourt/bing food that 
could be provided, was a foup compofed 
of pearl barley, peafe, potatoes, cuttings 
of fine wheaten bread, vinegar, falt, and 
water, in certain proportions.” - 

The method of preparing this foup is 
as follows: “ The waterand the pearl- 
barley are Ёг@ put together into the 
boiler, and made to boil; the peafe are 
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then added, and the boiling is conti. 
nued over a gentle fire about two hours; 
the potatoes are then added, having 
been previoufly peeled with a knife, or 
having been boiled, in crder to their 
being more eafily deprived of their 
fkins, and the boiling 1s continued for 
about one hour more, during which 
time the contents of the boiler are fre- 
quently ftirred about with 2 large wood- 
en fpoon or ladie, in order to deítroy 
the texture of the potatoes, and to re- 
duce the foup to one uniform таб, 
When this is done, the vinegar and falt 
are added ; and laft of all, at the mo- 
ment it is ferved up, the cuttings of 
bread." Не afterwards informs us, 
that it would be better not to put the 
cuttings of bread into the boiler at all, 
but to put them into the tubs in which 
the foup is carried from the kitchen into 
the dining hall, pouring the foup hot 
from the boiler upon them; and in giv- 
ing thefe direétions, one of the number- 
lefs tautologies we have complained of 
occurs. Hard and ftale bread, we are 
told, anfwers the purpofe better than 
any other, fer it renders maftication 
neceffary, and maftication feems ver 

powerfully to afliit in promoting t 
tion ; it likewife prolongs the duration of 
the enjoyment of eating, a matter of very 
great importance indeed, and which has 
not hitherto been fuffciently attended 
to. 
The quantity of this foup furnifhed 
to each perfon at each meal isa Bava- 
rian pound in weight, or about nine- 
teen ounces and nine-tenths avoitdu. 
pois, and in r*eafure near a pint and 
aquarter ; which quantity of this rich, 
Strong, favoury foup, the Count informs 
us, has been abundantly proved by long 
experience, to be quite fufficient tu 
make a good meal for a ftrong healthy 
perfon, though the quantity of folid 
feod which enters into the compofition 
of one of thefe portions of foup does not 
amourit to quire fix ounces, This very 
(mall quantity of folid food taken under 
any other form, for inftance, made into 


bread, would not afford fufficient nou- . 


rifhment to fatisfy hunger; it is there- 
fore evident, according to our author's 
hypothefis, that the water, in the pro- 
cefs of boiling the ingredients into foups 
aéts a much more itħportant part than 
has been hitherto generally imagined; 
and, as a farther proof of this, he in^ 
ftances the improved method of boiling 
potatoes to feed hogs, which renders 
them more nutritive; and the liquid 

mixtures 
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mixtures called Drambs or Drinks, a kind 
of pottage with which the Germans fat- 
ten'bullocks, or feed milch cows. 

We muft now endeavour to give our 
readers a concife ftatementof the ingredi- 
ents, their weight and coft in fterling 
money, of the foups fo ftrongly recom- 
mended, and with which the poor are 
fed in the Houfe of Induftry at Mu- 
nich. It will be neceffary to abridge as 
much as poffible, for the various details 
of thefe foups, and of other kind of 
food given in this Effay, occupy near 
three huedred pages, and the whole 
ought to be perufed with great atten- 
tion by all perfons concerned in the 
management of the poor; we would 
therefore recommend that one copy 
íhould be depofited in every parih 
workhoufe, and every Houfe of Induf- 
try in the kingdom, as а book of re- 
fource in times of fcarcity, and from 
which occafional introductions of feve- 
ral articles may be made, though the en- 
tire fyftem cannot be adopted, for rea- 
‘fons which we {Йа}! aign before we 
conclude this fubjeét. 

The {оар No. I. calculated to dine 
twelve hundred perfons, is compofed of 
about twenty gallons of pearl barley, the 
fame quantity of peafe, cuttings of fine 
wheaten bread 69lb. 1e oz. fait 391Ь. 
1302. 24 quarts oi vinegar, or rather 
fmal! beer turned four, water about «бо 
gallons. Total, 14851b, 1002. avoirdu- 
poife weight—coft 1l. 115. &Id. Daily 
expences for fucl, fervants, repairs of 
kitchen furniture, &c. 3s. 521. Total 
daily expence of dinner for 1200 per- 
fons, 11. 15s. 2d. which makes for each 
portion of foup, weighing about twenty 
ounces, a trifle more than exe-ibird 
of a penny. 

Since the introdu&tion of potatoes, the 
foup No. II. having but haif the quan- 
tity uf barley and peafe, and in licu of 
the other half 230105. of potatoes—the 
daily expence for the fame number of 
perfons is 3l. 7. 6201. and each portion 
of {оир cofts only oue farthing, or fome- 
thing lefs, 

The expences of preparing thefe 
foups will vary with the prices of the 
articles of which they are compofed ; 
but as the quantities of the ingredients 
determined by weight are given, it will 
be eafy to afcertain exactly what they 
will coft in any cafe whatever. Accord- 
ingly, the expences of preparing the 
{ате foups in Londen in the month of 
November 1795, are calculated by the 
prices of the ingredients at that time,

and they are found to be for the foup 
No. I, 3l. 9s. 934. er nearly 23 farthings 
for eaeh portione "lhefoup No. II. on 
account of the potatoes, amounts ta 
only 31. 4s. 724. or 24 farthings for 
each portion, But іп mof other parts 
of Great Britain and in ireland, pota- 
toes not being fo dear as in London, the 
partion of zo ounces might be furnifhed 
at lefs than one halfpenny, even in times 
of fcarcity. Though thefe foups are 
wholefome and nourifhing, the Count 
admits that they are capable of a variety 
of improvements, fuch as mixing with 
them a {mall quantity of falted meat, 
boiled and cut into very finall pieces, 
frying the bread put into them in but- 
ter, or in the fat of falted pork or ba. 
con, One ounce of bacon, er of fmoked 
beef, is the fmall quantity he allows to 
eighteen ounces of the foup No. I. 
Various kinds of cheap roots and green 
vegetables may likewife be added, par- 
ticularly onions and leeks, and they may 
be feafoned wirh fine herbs and black 
pepper. Finally, dumplins made of 
dried falt fih, or {moked fith minced, 
with mathed potatoes, bread and four, 
may be eaten with either of the foups, 
or mixed with them, 

Thefe are the outlines of our author's 
plan for feeding a large number of poor 
collectively 5 and to thew the pradtica- 
bility of it with refpe& to the fupport 
of life and health, details are given of 
the houfckeeping of the Bavarian fol- 
diers, founded on a€tual experiment. 
Their daily pay is fve erezizers, equal 
to one penny three farthings, and their 
allowance of ammunition (xye bread) 
valued at one penny, make /wo pence 
three faribings a-day for his total fub- 
fience ; yer by dieting in meffes of 
twelve perfons to а mefs, and fubhtiing 
on fuch food as has been already de- 
fcribed, with trifling variations, we are 
told that the Bavarian army is compofed 
of the fineft, ftouteft, and flrongeft men 
in the world, whofe countenaguces thew 
the moft evident marks of ruddy health 
and perfe& contentment. And fuch is 
the economy of their meffes, that there 
is a furplus of their whole daily allow. 
ance after they have been fupphted with 
breakfaft, dinner, afternoon. luncheon, 
and fupper,amounting to near one-third, 
which they generally expend inregaling 
themfelves with beer, brandy, and to- 
bacco. 

Small'as this expence 1s of the Bava- 
rian foldier, it is fill extravagant, when 
compared with the eapence of feeding 
Pa the 
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the poor in the Houfe of Induftry at 
Munich, which does not amount to 
mere than тоо farthings a day, yet their 
heaithy countenances, and tue placid 
contentment which always accompanies 
them, isa fatisfactory proof that they 
аге comfortably fed. 

The fame diet, eur Author thinks, 
may be furnifhed at London to the 
poor, even at the prefent high pr.ce of 
pr vifions, for, two-pence three-far- 
things each perfon ; and allowing three 
meals a day, viz. twenty ounces of 
the foup No. I1. for breakfaff, twenty 
ounces Гог dinner, with feven ounces of 
rye bread, and twenty ouaces for 
fupper. 

indian corn is another kind of food 
ftrongiy recommended in this Effay, as 
beyond comparifon the той nour:ibing, 
cheapeít, and той wholctome траг 
can be prepared for feeding the poor. 
In Italy it is called polenta, and the 
common people live аклой entirely 
upon н; and throughout the whole 
continent of America it makes a prin- 
cipal article of food. It may beimport- 
ed at a very cheap rate into Great 
Britain, from New England and Canada, 
and there are various ways of preparing 
and cooking it: ground into mul, and 
mixed witi} rye, it. makes very good 
houfehold bread ; but the moft common 
and general preparation of it, both in 
America and ltalv, is to make it into 
katy and other puddings. For the 
d.taiis refpeéting the соокегу of thefe 
pudoings, and огаегпесеЙагу directions, 
we mult rcfec our Readers to the Sixth 
Chapter of the Eifay; but we cannot 
omit the experiment made by the Count 
in London, 25 a proof «Ё tlie chcapnelo 
of this food: He informs us, that he 
dincd z,mtor'ably on à haliy-pudding, 
made of Indian meal, with a fauce com>» 
pofed of butter, molatfes, aud vinegar, at 
the trifling expence of fomething lels 
than eue penny fertbing ; and thougn he 
took his usual exerce and did not fup 
after it, be neither feit any particular 
faintuefs, nor any unufual degree of 
appetite for his breakiait the next inorn- 
Mig. . 

ibe Еу concludes with a number 
of receipts for diferenc kinds of cheap 
food ; the belt modes.ot cooking po- 
tátocs, and exber culinary directions. 
aon the whole, we saul coner the 
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great utility of the information and in- 
firuétions it affords, as conisfling in a 
clear ftatement of the very imail ex- 
peace at which life and heaith шау be 
{upported in cafes of extreme necellity 
in any country ; but independent of fuch 
necethity, occalioned by a greater ісагсі- 
ty and dearncís of provulons tham any 
we have yet experienced in England, 
the fyftem of feeding the poor in our 
charitable foundations with the fame 
kinds of food as is ufed for the poor at 
Munich, cannot be adopted. The 
Englith poor, accuitomed almoft from 
their infancy to more folid food, wouid 
hardly be {upported upon meagre foups, 
and certainly would net be able to 
perform the work they now execute, 
and which refunds part of rhe expence 
of their maintenance. Upon e e 
it will be found, that in mof of our 
Parifh Work-houf.s, and Houfes of Ine 
dufiry, the poor are allowed buichers 
meat three or four davs in the week, in 
portions of haif a pound to each perfon 3 
and on other davs, broths, milk-por- 
ridge, potatoes, bread and cheefe, and 
good fmall-beer, It would require fome 
months to obtain circumítantial and 
minute details of the reguiations of dif- 
ferent inftitutions; we are, therefore, 
obliged fo coufiue ourfelves to gencral 
Information, рм which w appears, that 
our poor are liberiily but at the fame 
time frugally fed, that their diet ts tuit- 
ed to their conititutions, and that a 
general change to the {pare diet recom- 
mended by the Count, ir is apprehendcd, 
would cecafion ilineis,. соу, and 
diicontent. There can be no doubt; 
however, that experiment may be made 
by a partial iatrodudction of tome of his 
cheapett kinds of food alternately, with 
their v(ual diets; for inttance, onc day 
10 the week, in aider to accuftom them 
hy degrees to greater alterations, if they 
jhould become indifpeníably neceffary. 
То. the village poor, with large 
families, fubfifting by their labour and 
induftry, the receipts for mak'ng cheap 
{oups and puddings will*be peculiarly 
vfetul; it is therefore to be withed, 
that country gentlemen and ladies, hu- 
mancly difpofed, would caufe them to be 
copied from the Effay, and dittribured 
in their re{peétive neighbourhoods, in 
order that they may form a part (not 
che wholz) of the ufuai dier,

E 1758 we find Mr. G. 1n England, 

nd engaged in wring his frit work, 
Yhe Еау on the Siudy of Literatare, 
which he риот ед about two years 
afterwards by the perfuafion of his fa 
ther. It was the fame authority that 
induced him to engage himfeif in the 
Hampfhire militia, за which his proper 
ftation was, firft captain of the grenadier 
cumpany ; out in the abfence, or even 
In the prefence of the two ficld-cficers, 
he was entrufted by his friend and his 
father with the etteétive labour of dic- 
tating the orders and cxercifing the bat- 
talion. 

Here he continued more than two 
yeàrs, and feoms to have cngaged him- 
felf both in the praétice and in the 
theory of tactics with great diligence 
and fuccefs, 

About this time he began to revolve 
cn fubjeéts for an hiftorical compofition: 
The Crujade of Richard the Бай, the 
Life cf S7 Philip Sidney, of toe Mear- 
quis of Montrofe, and ‘cf Sir Walter Ra- 
leig b, fuccecded each other in hischnice, 
The Боту of the Lib rity of the Swifs 
feemed for a wo:le to predominate, aud 
he afterwards wrote aud commun cated 
to his friends an ilay ia the. French 
language upon this fubject.  Immeci- 
ately after the difpauding of the mili; 
tia, Mr. Gibbor ri turned tothe Conti- 
newt, and reached Paris іп January туб, 
A mong the men of letters whom he faw, 
D'Alembert and Diderot held the fore- 
moít rank in merit, or at leaft in fame. 
То thefe may be added the well-kKnuwy 
names of the Count de Caylus, of the 
Abbe de la Bleterie, Barthelemy, Ray- 
nal, of Mefheurs de la Condamine, de 
Bougainvilic, &c. 

Prom Paris our author went to Lau- 
fanne; and in this fecond viftt, among 
a crowd of his Enghih companions, 
knew and efteemed My. Hulroyd, now 
Lord Shefüeid ; and their mutual агу 
tachment was renewed and fortified by 
a journey together into Пау. 

On the zsth of June 1765, he re- 
turned to his father’s houte, after an 
interval of two years and five months ; 
and the five years and a half between 
his tc2vele and bis father's death (1770) 
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were the portion of his life which he 
райеа with the ісаў enjoyment. Every 
ipzing he attended the monthly mect~ 
ing and exercife of the militia at South 
ampton; amd, by therefignation of his 
farnermand rite’ ВТР Sor "Phos 
Worfley, was fuccclfively promoted to 
the rank of major and ldieutenant-colo- 
nel commandaut; but he was each year 
more difgufted with the inn, the wine, 
the company, aud the tirefome repetie 
tion of annual atteadance and daily 
exercife. At home, the economy f 
the family and farm Rill maintained the 
fame creditable appearance, and its fos 
litude was for four fuccefive Tummers 
enlivened by the company of Mfr. 
Deyverdun, the friend of his youth, 
with whom an attachment, which was 
begunon Mr. G.s fir journey inte 
Switzerland, cesied only with life. 

After the death of his father, our 
Author fertied in London, and then 
undertook the compofition of the бт 
volume of his Hittory. At the outfet 
ail was dark and doubrful, even the tis 
tle of the work, the true ага of the de- 
cline and fail cf rhe Empire, the liarits 
of the Introduction, the divifion of the 
chapters, and the order of the narra- 
tive. Не thas deicribes the firit ap- 
pearance of this diltinguifhed compofi- 
tion. 

“ The volume of mv Hiftory, which 
had been fomewhat delayed by the no. 
усу and tumult of a firft feffion, was 
now ready ror the prefs, After the pes 
rilous adventure had been declined by 
my friend Mr. Elmiley, I agreed upon 
ealy terms with Mr. Thomas Cadell, а 
refpeétable bockfeller, and Mr. Wil- 
liam Strahan, an cmincut printer, and 
they undertock the care and rifk of the 
publication, which derived more credit 
from the name of the fhop than from 
that of the ашћог, The laftrevifal of 
the proofs was fubmiited to my" vigi- 
Jance; and апу blemihes of ftyle, 
which had beeu invifible in the manu. 
fertpt, were difcovered and correéted 
in the printed fhect, So moderate were 
our hopes, that the original impreflion 
had been ftinted to бус hundred, nul 
the nuu ber was doubled by the pro- 
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phetic taffe of Mr. Strahan. During 
thts awful interval, I was neither elat- 
et by the ambition of fame, nor de- 
preffed by the apprehenfion of con- 
tempt. My diligence and accuracy were 
attetted by my own conference. Hif- 
tory is the moft popular fpecies of writ- 
ing, fince it can adapt itfclf to the high- 
eft or the loweft capacity. 1 had cho- 
fen an illu(trious fubjeét. Kome is fa- 
miliar to the fchool-boy and the ftatcf- 
Man, and my narrative was deduced 
from the Jali period of claificai read- 
ing. 1 had hkewife flattered myicif, 
that an age of light and liberty would 
receive, without [canda], an enquiry 
into the human caufes of the prbgteis 
and eftabliihment of chriftianity. 

*& Tam at a lofs how to deicribe the 
fuccefs of the work, without betraying 
the vanity of the writer. The йг ii- 
preifion was exhaufted in a few days; 
a (econd and third cdition were fverce- 
ly adequate to the demand; aud the 
boekfeiler's property was twice invaded 
^y the pirates of Dublin. My book 
was on every table, and almoft on every 
zoilette ; nor was the general voice di- 
fturbed by the barking of ary profane 
оми 

Some little time before this event, 
Mr. G. was returned at the General 
Eleétion for the borough of Ecftrard, 
by the friendfhip of his. couftn, Lord 
Eliot. 

" He made a fecond excurfion to Paris, 
in confequence of the prelfing iuvita- 
поп of Mr. and Madame Neckar, who 
had vifited England in the preceding 
fummer, He fpeot in this tour abour 
fx months. Nearly уо years elapfed 
between the publication of the гй, and 
the commencement of the fecond vo- 
lume of his Hiftory ; but when hc re- 
fumed his tafk, he felt his improves 
ment; and while the meafure of his 
daily performance was enlarged, he 
found lefs reafon to cancel ог correct. 

‘ Our Author, in this part of his nar- 
yative, candidly confeffes, that if he had 
Believed that the majority of his readers 
were fo fondiv arrached even to the 
пате and айсу of chriftianity, he 
might perhaps have fofrened the two 
invidious chapters of rhe firit volume, 
which would ercate many enemies, and 
сопсіпате few friends. ft cannot, in- 
deed, at the prefent moment be doupt- 
ed, thee without ансо по the truth of 
the argument he bas undertaken to 
maintain, the controverfy in which he 
thus precipirately involved himfel? was 
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neither neceffary, prudent, nor philofo- 
phical. He gratihes himfelf with the 
enumeration of the various antagonifts 
which his infidelity had raifed; in 
which the names of Dr. Watfon, De. 

mellum, Dr. Apthorpe, and Dr. White, 
hold the moft diftinguifhed rank. 

The profecution of his Hiftory was 
foon afterwards checked by another 
controverfy of a very different kind, 
At the requcft of the Lord Chancellor, 
and of Lord Weymouth, then Secretary 
of State, he vindicated, againít the 
French Manifefto, the juftice of the 
Dritifh arms. The whole correfpon- 
dence of Lord Stormont, Ambaffador 
at Paris, was fubmitted to Mr. G-s in- 
tpeGion ; and the Memoire Yufiifcatif, 
which he compofed in French, was firft 
approved by the Cabinet IM. nifters, and 
then delivered as a State-paper to the 
Courts of Europe. 

Among the honourable conneétions 
he had formed, he mentions Mr. Wed- 
derkurnc, now Lord Loughborough; by 
whofs Rrong recommendation, and the 
favourable di£pofition of Lord North, he 
was appointed one of the Lords Com- 
mifhoners of Frade and Plantations д 
and his private income was enlarged by 
a clear addition of between feven and 
cight hundred pounds a-year. His ac- 
ceptance of a place provoked fome of 
the leaders of Oppofition, with whom 
he bad lived in habits of intimacy ; 
and he was, le fays, moft unjuttly ac- 
cufed of deferting a party in which he 
had never iolifted. 

In the next {е Фор of parliament was 
introduced Mr, Burke's Bill of Reform, 
whieh was framed with fkill, intro- 
duced with eloquence, and fupported 
by numbers; and the unfortunate Boaid 
of Trade was abolifhed in the Com- 
mittee. The ftorm, however, blew 
over for a time; the Lords of Trade 
were revived. In the premature dif. 
folution which followed this fetfion of 
parliament Mr. С. loft his feat. 

In this interval of his fenatorial life, 
he publifhed the fecond and thirdvolumes 
of the Decline and Fall. He perceived, 
and without furprize, the coldnefs and 
even prejudice of the Town, in whofe 
efiimation an author, who cannot af- 
tend, will always appear to fink. He 
was, however, encouraged bv fome do- 
meftic and foreign teftimonies of zp- 
plaute; and the fecond and third vo- 
lumes infenfibly rofe in fale and repu- 
tation to a level with the ЁРЙ, 
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Before he could apply fora feat at the „ he preferred the method of grouping his 


General Election, the ПЁ was already 
fuil; but Lord North's promife was 
fincere, his recommendation was effec- 
tual, and Mr. С. was {ооп chofen on 
a vacancy for the borough of Lyming- 
ton in Hampfhire. In the fart fetlion of 
thenew parliament, Admini&ration tood 
their ground; their final overthrow 
was referved for the fecond, As foon 
as Lord North had loft, or was about to 
lofe, а majority in the Houfe of Com- 
mons, he furrendered his office, and re- 
tired to a private ftation. The old fabrie 
was diffolved, and the pofts of Govern- 
ment were occupied by the viétorious 
and veteran troops of Oppofition. The 
Lords of Trade were difmiffed, and 
Mr. G. was firipped of a convenient fa- 
lary, after having enjoyed it about three 
years. 

_ The chance of a feat at the Board of 
Cuftomsand Excife, which was promifed 
on the firft vacancy, fill remained diftant 
and doubtful; and without tome addi- 
tionalincome.the flile of expence towhich 
he was accuftomed could пог be long ot 
prudently maintained. In this dificul- 
ty our Author determined to return to 
Laufanne, aftet an abfence of nearly 
twenty years. His ancient friend, Mr. 
Deyverdun, was now fettied there in а 
pleafant habitation, the gift of his de- 
ceafed aunt ; and they agreed to live 
эп it together. The terms of arrange- 
ment were fhort and fimple ; asone pof. 
feffed the property, {o the other under- 
took the expence of their common 
houfe. 

The removal from London to Lau- 
fanne could not be effected without in- 
terrupting the courte of Mr. G.’s hi. 
ftorical labours ; and a full twelvemonth 
was loft before he could refume the 
thread of regular and daily induftry. 
The fourth volume was (оой terminated 
by an abítra&t of the controverfies of 
the Incarnation. With геїре& to the 
fifth and fixth volumes, it was not till 
after many defigns and many trials, that 


picture by narions ; conceiving, thar the 
feeming neglect of chronological order 
was compenfated by'the fuperior merits 
of їптегей and perípicuity. 

After a refidence of four years at 
Laufanne, he returned to England with 
the three remaining volumes of the De- 
cline and Fall. During this vifit, he 
was prefent at the auguft (ne&tacle of 
Mr. Haftings’s trial іп Weftmintter 
Hall; and had the gratincation of ге 
ceiving a perfonal compliment from the 
eloquence of Mr, Sheridan, in the pre- 
fence of the Britifh nation. 

As the publication of the conclufion 
of his great work was the principal ob- 
je&, fo it wasthe firft care of his Eng- 
hth journey. What was now publifhed 
was generally read and varioufly judged; 
but the reproach of- indecency was 
loudly echoed by the rigid cenfors of 
morals The Author was, however, 
flattered by the favourable reception of 
his work upon the continent ; on which 
it fucceffively appeared in French, Ita. 
lian, and German tranílations, 

Ac Tunbridge, {ооп after the publi 
cation of his Hiftory, he reluctantly 
quitted Lord and Lady Sheffield; and 
with a young Swi(s friend whom he һай 
introduced to the Englifh world, pure 
fued the goad of Dover and Laufanat, 
The joy of his return, and his ftudious 
ardour, were foon damped by the mea 
laüzholy ате of his friend Мг, Dey. 
verduna The health and fpirits of that 
gentleman had long ЭУ ча. a gradual 
decline ; and before he expired, thofe 
who loved him could not wifh for the 
continuance of his life. By his laf will 
he left te Mr. Gibbon the option of 
purchafing his houfe and garden, or of 
poffetiug them during lifeat aneafy rent, 
Mr. Gibbondecided in favour of thelatter, 

At this period our Author clofes his 
narrative with fome interefting reflec- 
tions on the comparative happinefs of 
his own peculiar lot. {

$. When the intricacies of the Fin 
ger Board are fubdued, and all its dif- 
ficulties are, by patient and perfevering 
Pra&ice, furmounted by the Scholar, 
the Mafter fhould then ufe it as a table 
whereon to inftruét his Pupil in the 
doctrines of Thorough Bafs and the 
principles of Compofition. Theoretical 
Knowledge fhould ever be conjoined 
with Praétical Skill, eife will the Scho- 
lar bea mere Automaton, or at beft but 
a living machine, moving by the impulfe 
of Animal Function, without Intellect 
or Soul to dire& and influence its ope- 
rations. Playing, as it is termed, on 
an Inftrument, and being converfant in 
the Science of Mufic, are things widely 
different from each other in their na- 
ture.

Carey into effcét the Britith Treaty: 
VUEREAS, by the third Article of 
the Treaty of Amity, Commerce, and 
Navigation, concluded at Landon on the 
roth of November 1794, between his 
Britannic Маје йу and the United States 
of America. it was agreed, that it Шоша 
at all times ve free ro his Majefty’s fub- 
Је 0з, and ts thé Citizens of the United 
S:ates, and alfo to the Indiansdwelling 
on either fide of the boundary line af- 
figned by the Treaty of Peace to the 
United States, frecly to país and repafs 
by land or inland navigation into the 
refpective tervitories and countries of 
the two contra&ting partics on the Côn- 
tinent of America (the Bay Company 
only excepted), and to navigate а: the 
lakes, rivers, and waters thereof, and 
freely to carry on trade and commerce 
with cach other, fubje€ to the provi- 
fions and limitations contained in the 
firft article: And whereas, by the 
eighth article of the Treaty of Peace 
and Fricndthip, concluded at Gren- 
ville on the 3d day of Auguft 1793, be- 
tween the United States and the nations 
or tribes of Indians called the Wyan- 
dotts, Delaware, Shawanee*, Ottaws, 
Chippewas, Pattawatamies,Miamies,and 
Okias, it was flipulared, that no perfon 
Íhould be permitted to гейде at any of 
the towns or hunting camps of the faid 
Indian tribes as a trader, who is not 
furnifhed with a licence for that pur- 
pofe, under the authority of the 
United States, which latter ftipulation 
has excited doubts whether in its opera; 
tion it may not interfere with the due 
execution of the faid article of the 
Treaty of Amity, Commerce, and Na- 
vigation ; and it being the fivcere de. 
fire of his Britannic Мај: Йу, and of the 
United States, that this point fhould be 
fo explained as to remove all doubts, and 
to promote mutual fatisfaction and 
frtendfhip ; and for this purpofc his Bri- 


‘tannic Majefiy having named for his" 


Сотті олег Phineas Bond, Efg. his 
Majetiy’sConful-General for the Middle 
and Southern States of America, and hfs 
Majefty’s Charged’ Affaires to the Unit- 
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ed States; and the Prefident of the 
Waited States having named for. their 
Commiffioner ‘Timothy Pickering, Efq. 
Secretary of Scate for the United States, 
to whom, agreeable to the laws of the 
United States, це has entrufted this ne- 
Eociation t ү”, 

«€ They, the faid Commiffioners, 
having communicated to each other 
their full powers, have, in virtue of 
the feme, and conformably to the fpirit 
of the laft article of the faid Treaty of 
Amity, Commerce, and Navigation, сп» 
tered into this explanatery article, and 
now by thefe prcfents explicitly agree 
and declare, that по ftipulations in any 
Treaty fubfequently concluded by ei- 
ther of the contracting partics with any 
other State or Nation, or with any Indian 
Tribe, can be underftood to derogate in 
any manner from the rights and free in- 
tercourfe and commerce fecured by the 
aforcfaid third article of the Treaty, ta 
the fubjeéts of his Majefly, and to the 
citizens cf the United States, and In- 
dians dwelling on either fide of the 
bcundary line aforefaid; but thar all 
the faid регГопѕ fhall remain at full li- 
berty frecly to pafs and repafs, by land 
or inland navigation, into the refpective 
territories and ccuntries of the contracts 
ing parties on cither fide of the faid 
boundary line, and freely to carry on 
trade and commerce with each other, 
according to the ftipulations of the 
faid third article of the Treaty of 
Amity, Commerce, and Navigation. 
This explanatory article, when the fame 
fhail have been ratificd by iis Majetly 
and by the Prefident of the United 
States, by and with the advice and con- 
fent of the Senate, and the герете 
ratifications mutually exchanged, fhall 
be added to make a part of the faid 
Treaty of Amity, Commerce, and Navi- 
gation,and (hall be permanently binding 
upon his Majefty and the United States.

and warehoufes of Fort Sc. John, with 
the ground adjoining, whercon to build 
the further песе ғу accommodations, 
there to rective and depofit all gcods 
and merchandize, ef whatever quality 
сг kind they may be as weil from 
foreign countrizs (except for the prefent 
fugar and tobacco) as from national 
ports firuated beyond the Cape of Good 
Hope, for the purpofe, at the option of 
the proprietors of faid goods, of dit- 
pofing of them for the internal con- 
fumption of the kingdom, provided they 
are entried to lawful entry, and on 
paving the cuftomary duties, ac the 
refpeétive cultom-houfe у or to bc ex- 
ported co forcign ports, ur national ances 
beyond rhe faid Cape of Good Hope, 
on paying oaly towards the benefit of 
my roy.l revenue, for protcétion and 
depofit, the duty of 1 per cent. on the 
ampunt of their value, calculated on 
the invoice to be produced by the cap- 
tains of the veffels or their confyaecs, 
by them figned and certifed on сал; 
the liberty of Franquia itill however to 
remain as heretofore, for ail veftels that 
fhail require 10, accordiog to the rules 
as eftablilbed by the cultomshoute of this 
city; fupprefhng ail other duties, and 
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revoking all and whatever difpofition2 
that may oppofe or infringe on the li- 
berty and irecdom whicn are to cen- 
ftitute the advantages of the eftabiiih -

Further to animate and promote in 
this capital a concurrence and abund- 
ance of articles of rhe firfi neceflity ; 
I am pleafed yo declare, that all qualities 
of grain, meat, and food, which are fre 
from paying duties inward, fhall not 
only enjoy the free liberty of caporra- 
tion, but fhall be:aifo free from payment 
of the aforefaid contribution impofed on 
otàer goods, and continue to be receiv- 
ed and difpatched through the, fame 
departments as heretofore. 

Ja cafc it fhould happen that the 
Crown of Portugal fhould enter into 
war (which God forbid) with any 
Power whofe fubjefis might be ine 
terefted in goods in the free port, in 
which corditicn it is to be underftood 
the aforefaid grain, meat, and feod, are 
included, no arrc, embargo, fcquettza- 
tion, or reprifal, Һа on that account 
be made thereon, but on the contrary 
they fhall remain in the utmott freedom 
and fecurity, as if each individual had 
them placed in his own houfr, t5 dif- 
pofe of them as he may judge moft 
fuited to his імегей. 

The adimmiftration of the aforefaid 
free port {hail be conftitured under the 
fuperintendance of a General Comp- 
trolier, with the neceffary Officers un. 
der him, that I may be pleaíéd to ap- 
point; ard it is my will to order, that 
he dhall be independent of all and 
every jurifdiction, and only fubordinate 
to the Tribunal of the Royal Board of 
Commerce, through which wiil be for-

I Have the honour to acquaint you,for 
the information of my Lords Commit- 
fioners of the Admiralty, that being on 
а cruize in his Majefty's Доор La Suf- 
fifante under my command, the Lizard 
bearing N. N.E. difiance fifteen leagues, 
earlv yefterday morning we difcovered 
a fail, about fix miles to windward, and 
immediately ftood for her, and after a 
chace of rr hours, сате up with her 
among the rocks between Uihant and 
the Main, fhe having endeavoured to 
make her efcape to Bref, through the 
Paffage Le Four; but I was enabied to 
cut her off by the fuperior failing of the 
Suffilante. We engaged her clofe on 
board for half an hour, when fhe ftruck, 
and proves to be the Revanche Brig, 
Bermudas built, a remarkably faft failer, 
pierced for 14 guns, mounting 12 long 
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four pounders, and 85 chbfen men, 
commanded by Monfieur George Henri 
Draveman, Lieutenant de Vaiffeau, an 
old and experienced feaman. She was 
five days from Havre, bound onacruize, 
but had taken nothing. 

I am particularly obliged to the ofi- 
cers and crew of the Suffifante for their 
cool and determined conduét, both in 
working and fighting the floop, when 
the utmoft exertions were neceffary to 
prevent the enemy from efcaping, and 
to avoid the rocks with which we were 
furrounded, on a lee fhore. 

Iam happy to add, that there was but. 
one feaman wounded on board the Suf« 
fifante. The Revanche had two men 
killed and feven wounded. T am now 
proceeding to Pivmouth, їй company 
wirh the prize, and hope we fhall arrive 
there to-night.

On the arft the army was landed, in 
two divifions, to the eaftward and weit~ 
ward of thefort and town, covered to the 
weltward by the Ceres and Lark, and to 
the eaftward bythe Iphigenia, and Cormo- 
rant and Serin floops, with the Africa 
and Leviathan placed ара the fort, 
and the Swiftfure to cannopade the town. 
The fire of the latter was interrupted in 
the courfe of half an hot from the ftuaa 
tion of the army on fhore; but the two 
former kept up an unremitting cannonade 
fer nar four hours again# the fort, un- 
til dark, and the land wind coming afreth, 
the fhips were moved olf to a proper ana 
chorage. 

The day folowing the army were 
chiefly employed reconnoitring ; and the 
next day, from what they had obferved, 
and the intelligence gained, the enemy 
were found fo excecdingly numerous, that 
it was refolved beft for his Maj fty's. fer- 
vice to embark the army, &c. and poftpone 
the operations for the prefent. 

In the courfe of the night, and by noon

BY my laft, of the roth inft. you were 
acquainted, for the information of my 
Lords Commiffioners of the Admiralty, 
that his Majelty’s hips Unicorn and Santa 
Margaritta, part of the fquadron under 
my oiders, had fentin a large (hip, under 
Swedilh colours, laden with Dutch pros 
perty, from Surinam; and that Lieute- 
nant Curpenter, of the Unicorn, who 
brought her here, told me he had left 
our thips in chace of three fail, fuppoted 
to ће enemies. 

Their Lordfhips will now have the fa. 
tisfaction of being informed, that thofe 
three fail were French frigates, viz. La 
Tribune of до, La Pamite of 36 guns 
(formerly the Tha nes), aod La Legere of 
24 guns, under the command or Commo- 
dore Moulton.  Notwithitanding that 
fuperiority, his Majeity’s two frigates, 
immediately on alcersaining what they

I HAVE the honour to inform you, 
that, on the pth іп. being in company 
with his Majeity's йир Unicorn, 18 lea- 
gues Welt of Scilly, we dif{covered, at two 
o'clock in the morning, three fail of thips 
about a mile on our lee beam. As the 
day opened, we perceived them to be 
frigates belonging to the French. Nation, 
which I communicated to Capt, Williams 
by fignal, who immediately made fail to 
Join me, and on his near approach made 
our fignal to pafs within hail, for the 
purpofe of giving him information of the 
enemy's iorce. The ftatement cf their fu. 
periority encouraged him in bis eager pur- 
fuit, having faid that he would attack the 
larget бир, and deüring me to engage 
the next in ttrength. Fius noble example 
in{pired cvery perfon, with coafidence of 
tuccef-, and each ihip fteered for her op- 
ponent; but the enemy, determined to 
evade ал action, tteered away large under 
a preis of fait, the tmallett hip at the fame 
tine making off to windward.

‘The other, 
which made off ta.windward, 15 La Le- 
gere, of 24 guns and 180 men. Tam 
glad to obferve, that eur lofs is very dif: 
proportionate to the enemy, having only 
two feamen killed, and the boatfwain and 
two feamen wounded ; and he's 32 kilied 
and 19 wounded, and many of the latter 
have fince died. 

It is with extreme pleafure that I feek 
the prefént opportunity of tefifying my 
gratitude to the Officers and fhip's com- 
pany for their aétive zeal and fteady una- 
nimity at all times and in all fituaticns, but 
more particularly in: the capture of the 
Thames, on which occafion their cou- 
rage and exemplary conduct is worthy 
of the greateft praife, The readinefs of 
Mr. Harrifon, the Firft Lieutenant, and 
his prompt execution of my orders, did 
effentially facilitage our fuccefs. itis my 
fincere wifh to particularize each indivi- 
duai, but where general merit eism» the 
greate approbation, to diferimmate be- 
comes a dithcult taik, In addition to the 
Officers and fhip's company, may I alfo 
be perinitted to beg you will offer to the 
confideration of the Admiralty the meri- 
torious conduét of Capi. Jofeph Ballen, 
a Malter and Commander in the Navy, 
ferving in the Santa Margaritta as а vo- 
lunteer, by permiffion from Lord Spencer : 
his delire to have fome active employment 
induced me to beg he wouid aiiiil in the 
management of the main-deck guns, as I 
well knew that nis long fervices and ap- 
proved courage in various  fituations 
would be a proper example to the youn- 
ger part of the fhip's company.

THE expectations my laft letters to you 
muĝ have raifed are mot happily realized. 
I now with peculiar {atisfaction defire 
you will acquaint their Lordíhips, that 
the French die La Tribune, of 44 
guns and 337 men, bearing Commodore 
Moulfton’s broad pendant, is captured 
and brought in here by his Majefty's thip 
Unicorn, commanded by Capt. Williams, 
whofe officiai letter to me, containing a 
detail of the circumftances, is herewith 
tranimitted. It is remarkable, that though 
they were clofe engaged lor 45 minutes, 
and the Unicorn’s malts, fails, and rigs 
ging, are much cut and damaged, net a 
man on board was hurt, while the enemy 
had 37 killed and 15 wounded. 

Intrepidity and judicious management 
were never more [trongly manife(ted than 
in this inftance, which reflects the highest 
honour on Captains Williams and Martin; 
and on every individual under their coms 
mand; aud they all have my huinble, but 
warmelt approbation and thanks. "

I Have the honour to lay before you a 
narrative of the proceedings’ of the fqua- 
dron under my command fince my depar- 
ture from Cork on the 16thult. On rhe 
following day, in confequence of my hav- 
ing received intelligence of the enemy's 
privateezs being on the coat, to the 
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northward of Cape Clear, I difpatched his 
Majetty's floop Hazard, with orders to 
Lieutenant Parker, her Commander, to 
£ruize between the Cape and the Mouth of 
the Shannon, while I, for the more ef- 
fectual protection of our trade, cruized 
with the Santa Margaritra in the vicinity 
of Cape Clear. I had the fatistaétion

The dilpofison for 
landing was arranged in the following 
manner: Major-General Campbell was 
ordered to difembark with 1700 men at 
Longuevilles Bay, which he accordingly 
effected without oppofition, except fome 
fhots fired from Pidgeon Ifland, 

In the morning of ће 27th, he ad. 
vanced to Choc Вау. Аз foon as the head 
of the column began to appear, the center 
divifion of the army difembarked near 
the village of Choc, upon whicii about бое 
men, who had faintly oppofed Major- 
General Campbell on his march, retired 
from Angier’s Plantation to Morne Cha- 
bot. " 

This Morne is one of the ftrongeft and 
mot commanding poits in the neighbour- 
hood of Morne Fortuné, and as it was 
abfolutely песе агу to occupy it to be able 
to inveit Morne Fortuné on the North 
fide, two detachments from the army, un. 
der the command of Brigadier- General 
Moore and Brigidier-General Hope were 
ordered to march that evening to attack it 
on two different fides. - Brigadier Gene- 
ral Moore marched at twelve that night, 
by the moft circuitous road, with even 
companies of the 534 reginent, come 
manded by Lieutenant Colonel. Aber- 
crombie, and тоо of Malcolm’s Rangers;

SIR, 

I Tranfmit a duplicate of my letter of 
the тїй of Jat month, by which their 
Lord{hips will have been informed of my 
arrival that day at Barbadoes. 

The tquadron and tranfports weighed 
on the next dav,and ou the 23d, at feven 
P. M. anchored in Marin Bay, Martinico, 
The day following Admiral Sir John 
Laforey reigned the command ot the 
fquadron, and failed with the Majeftic. 

I made the fignal to prepare to fail early 
the next morning, and quitted Marin Bay 
with his Majeíty's fquadroa and the 
troops about the clofe of day. 

The time for preparation was but fhort, 
the Admiral having propofed to make his 
arrangement for the expedition in Marin 
Bay; but I felt the neceffity of prompt 
exertion, and therefore ventured upon a 
hafty arrangement rather than delay tlie 
ardour of the troops, or lofe time in fo ad- 
vanced a feafon. The general plan of 
attack required fupport in three feparate 
divifions by thips of force; the firt wasto 
take place in Longueville Bay, at Ance 
du Cap and Auce Bequene ; the fecond 
in the Choc Bay ; and the thir at Ance 
la Raye, fome dittance to the Southward cf 
the Cul de Sac. 

The Аг point of landing was come 
manded by a battery of five guns, placed 
on the low point of Pigeon Iland; and 
it was fuppofed that another battery сот- 
тапа: the Bay of Longueville. 

I therefore direéted the Venceance, 
Ganges, Hebe, and Pelican brig, to cover 
this landing, with inítru&ions for the 
Hebe to lead intoAnce du Cap, the Ganges 
to fupport her, and the Pelican to anchor 
in the Ance Bequene. The Vengeance I 
kept upon the weather-beam of the Aitrea, 
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in order that fhe might, if neceffarv, co- 
ver the Ganges, by anchoring m the an- 
gle of Pigeon Ifland Battery. "Phe poh- 
tion was taken by the three fhips with 
great fpirit and judgment: the fire from 
tbe fhips kept the battery at check, dif- 
mounted one of the guns, and the troops 
landed without oppofition, 

The fecond divifion was directed to be 
led by the Alfred, to the anchorage of 
Choc Bay; the third by Capt. Dilkes, 
of the Madras, fupported by the Beao- 
lieu. A опр lee current had driven the 
body of the tranfports fo far to leeward, 
thar it was not poflible to effect the land- 
ing in Choc Bay, and the one intended 
for Ance la Raye was, for the fame rea- 
fons, deferred: but the Vengeance, Are- 
thufa, and Victorieufe brig, were ordered 
to take the feveral covering fiations in 
Choc Bay, at break of day og the 27th, 
when the landing was effected at half 
palt ten A. М. and equally without op- 
pofition, ` The fignal was made at the 
fame time to Captain Dilkes to put his 
orders into execution, but this divifiun 
did not Jand until the 28th. 

The enemy retreated from their difant 
ports, and have entered the Morne For- 
tune, which height the General is fur- 
rounding and prep ring to ашакы to 
ай the meafure, 1 have, in confequence 
of the General's requilition to that effect, 
landed зоо feamen, under the command 
of Captain Lane, of the Altrea, and 
Captain Ryves, of the Buil Dog. ^ 

The General directed, on the 2d im- 
ftant, an at'ack.to be made againit the 
ba:terics on ihe Northern fide of the 
Grand Cul de Sac, with a view to obtain 
that anchorage, and thereby taciütate the 
landing artillery and ere&ting batteries : 
the attack was pr poled to take piace at 
day-bzeak the 5:5, by three columns, 
соттап а by Major-General Morfhcad; 
two of the columns reached with fuccels 
the directed ftations, but the centre co- 
lumn, having met with fome unexpected 
difficulty, did not efiect their junction, 

The Madras, Beaulieu, Pelican, and 
Vi&terieufe were to fuppart this attack ў 
the Beaulieu пай three teamen flightly 
wounded, and the head of her fore-matt 
injured. The attack on оге not having 
been fuccefsful, the Madras and, Beau. 
lieu. have returned to Margot des Rouf- 
feaux, to co-operate with Major-Gencral 
Morthead. k 

It would be unjuft to the merit of 
Captain M Dounat ot the Ganges, and 
the Officers aéting under шт at Bay Lons 
gucvillu, were } to omit reporting their 
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ЧЕ claim to my commendation; Captain 
Rvves, of the Bull Dog, and Captain 
Meares, of the tranfport department, com- 
manded the divifion of boats at Longuo- 
ville Bay. 

Captains Evans of the Fury ; Dobrie, 
of the Woolwich ; and Captain Hill, and 
Lieutenant Skipfev, of the tranfport fer- 
vice, commanded the feveral divifions of 
flat boats at the Choc and Ance La Raye 
landing, and I had good reafon to be fa- 
tisfed with their affiduity and proper ex- 
ertions. 

The natural frength of this country is 
fuch that time and great exertion will be 
neceffarv for i's reduction, There exifts 
the moft perfe& defire on the part of the 
Officers and Seamen of the fquadron, to 
fhare the fatigue and hazard with the ar- 
my; and І trutt that this delire may Бе 
kept awake to ellentia] advantage.

On the night of the 218, I was joined 
by his Majetty’ s р Scipio, Captain 
Laforey, whofe boats and men we 
fliculd have found indifpeufably necef- 
fary, had the fummons been refufed, 

In confequence of a requifition from 
Major General Whyte, I ventured to 
retain the Undaunted, whofe men, ma- 
rines, and boats, were alfo ngceffary : 
my compliance in this I hope will meet 
your approbation, as I agreed in opinion 
with the General in the. “necellity of her 
alfifiance. 

General Whyte having orders to re- 
duce the [МС of B erbice; we mean 
to attack that placa as foon as ‘pilots and 
proper information can be obtained, 
which, when reduced, 1 fhall return T 
you with all poffible difpateh ; and as 

the Scipio is neceffary for this fervice, I

W. our fignal being made to chae, we 
purfued, and at twelve o'clock cane up 
with and captured the French covette 
La Volcan, after a clofe action € one 
hour and a quarter, with the lofs бопе 
feaman killed and one wounded.

My officers and íhip's compar de- 
ferve the higheft credit for theircon- 
duét on this occafion, evincing acool- 
nefs and obedience very meritcious. 
I am more particularly indebtd te 
Lieutenant Lennox, and Mr. Hariden 
the mafter, for their affiftance. 
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I cannot exaétly afcertain the ene- 
my's loís, as they ftudiouflv end-aveur 
to fupprefsit, but have reafon to think 
it confiderable. They have {а гед 
very much from fome powder fits and 
combafitules taking fire which they 
had prepared with an intent to board us, 
Several of their men jumping overboard 
were drowned, and many others mifira- 
bly burnt, fome of whom have fince died. 
"The damage they fuffained was very 
great, her top ma(íts.bemg fot away, 
and her rigging, both ftanding and run- 
ning, cut to pieces. The Spencer's (ex- 
cept her mizen-maft badly wounded, 
and (оте of the runniag riggivg rena 
dered ufelefs) is not material, 

I have judged it proper to make this 
port to land our prifoners, whofe num- 
hers far exceed our own, as well ag to

The veffels 
lying very near the оге, a heavy fire 
of mufquetry was kept on our Doats, 
and it is with the greareft grief I hive 
to mention, that Lieutenant James No- 
bic, of the Agamemunn, а moft worthy 
and gallant Officer, is, Í fear, mortally 
wounded, The fire from the fhips 
keeping under the fire of the batteries, 
we fu(tained no damage ; the Agamem-~ 
non was, I believe, the only hip ruck 
by thot. The principal part of this fer- 
vice fell on our boats, whofe conduct 
and gallantry could not on any occafion 
have been exceeded, and I wih fully to 
exprefs the ferfe y entertain of the 
gallantry of every Officer and man ет.

My Lord, 

I Have the honour to inform your 
Lordthip that hoflilities commenced 
yefterday morning at half an hour рай 
ten o'clock. The enemy attacked the 
village of Walhaufen, fituated near the 
fource of the Nahe, and occupied by 
the Auftrians as an advanced рой ; but 
they were tepulfed, lofing trom fixty to 
feventy killed, and near four hundred 
taken prifoners. 

The Auftrian General Schellenberg 
took ро Поп ac che fame time of Kera, 
upon the Nahe. The enemy made fe- 
veral unfuccefsful effor:s to diflodge hiin 
from that рой, and (uftained a confides 
rable lofs. 

To-day a part of the Au@rian Hu. 
lans, and the Saikbourg light infantry, 
attacked and defeated one of the ene. 
my’s pofts near Steinberg, towards the 
fource of the Биз. There have been 
other trifling fkirmifhes that are not 
worth noticing, in all which the Au- 
ftrians have had the advantage. In the 
courfe of yefterday and to day, their lofs 
has been four officers, and between te- 
venty and eighty non-commiilioned 
officers and privates.

On the qth and sth reports were 
received from Prince Ferdinand аг 
Wirtemberg, who commanded the corps 
upon the Siege They itated in fubftance 
as follows : 

The two divifions of the enemy’s 
troops that were in the neighbourhood 
of Duffeldorf, being coufidcrably rein- 
forced from the ariny of the North, 
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marched towards the Sieg; and, after 
{ome fevere fkirmifhes, forced the Prince 
cf Wirtemberg's advanced ройѕ to quit 
that river en the iit. His Serene High- 
nefs then took a pofition at Crobach, 
near Hackenburg, having an advanced 
guard at Altenkirchen. 

On the 3d the enemy attacked the 
pot of Aitenkirchen, and carried it with 
great lofs, after experiencing the moft 
ubfinate refiftance that it was poffible to 
make, Nothing could furpafs the bra- 
very that was dilplayed by the Auftrian 
troops, but they were obliged to yield 
to the fupertority of numbers, the ene~ 
my having brougst tne principal part of 
the force which they had oa the right 
bank of the Rhine againft that one 
pont,

upon his left at Naffau, and one upoa 
his right at Weilberg; the latter de= 
tached Буе fquadirons of light cavalry te 
the neighbourhood of W.tzlar, for the 
purpofe of obferving the enemy's move 
ments onthatfide. The frh reinforce. 
ments that were fentto the Prince of 
Wirtemberg joined him on the yth. 
Several other troops have fince arrived 
in the pofifion of the Lahn, and the 
further progrefs of the enemy is efe 
fectually topped by the active and enera 
getic meafures which the Archduke has 
employed upon this important occas 
don. 

General Jourdan, immediately after the 
fuceefs of General Kleber агай the 
Prince of Wirtemberg, tU sw bridges 
over the Rhine at Neuwied, and he is af. 
fembling with «the utmoit diligence the 
principal part of nis army on the right 
bank of the Lahn. His frit intentica 
evidently was to advance to Frankfort 3 
but, as the Archduke has completely 
toiled him in that project, he fems now 
to confine his views to te бере of Eh- 
гелген о, which fortrets he nas mvefted. 
The Archduke is now marching againft 
him with his mam army, having left a 
cenhderable corps under General Mercan- 
tn in the pofiuon behind the Seliz rivulet 
between Mayenceand Alzey. Bis Royal 
Highnets's head-quaners were moved, on 
the 6th infant, from Obermufchel to 

Wonibeim, 
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Wonfheim, on theroad from Creutzenach 
to Altzey ; on the 8: to Nider Ulm, and 
оп the oth to this place,where they remain 
toeday. All that partof his army, which 
is deftined to ай immediately адаш 
General Jourdan, has paffed the Rhine at 
Mayence, and is advancing towards the 
enemy, full of {pirits and confident of 
victory. 

Martha! Wurmfer has detached to the 
Upper Rhine а fufücient number af troops 
to put his left flank in ftcurity againft 
any attempts which General IMcreau might 
now be induced to make on that fide, and 
his Excellency ftill maintains a pofition, 
with a part of his army, on the leit bank 
ef the Rhine, from Reh Hutte to Fran-

I Have the honour to inform your Lord- 
fhip, that the Archduke’s: head-quarters 
were moved from Hockheim to $chwal- 
bach, near Koningítein, on the arith in- 
ftant, to Hele Homburg on the 12th, and 
то Grailio Wifbach the эз, where they 
remained the 1gths on which day his 
Royal Highnefs completed the neceffary 
arrangements for tlie detence of the Lahn, 
between Braunfels and the Rhine; which 
chiefly confifted in potting a large corps at 
Limbourg, with two otecrs of inferior 
force near Naffau and Welburg. On the 
14th à confiderable corps, under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant-General Werncck, 
arrived at Wetziar, the Saxons at Butz- 
bach, nearly fouth of Wetzlar Another 
ürong column, commanded by General 
Kray, marched the fame day to the neigh- 
bowhood of Brauntels, and a parufan 
corps pufhed acrots the Lahn to Konmngf- 
berg, which lies between Gielen and Her- 
born on the Dille. 

The river Dile iormed the natural 
left flank to the enemy’s line of defence, 
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which was covered on the right by the 
Rhine ; and as the hills on the right bank 
of the Dille are very íteep, woody, and 
difficult of accefs, it was ellential for the 
enemy to occupy them, but more efpeci- 
ally fo, to take the pofition between Her- 
manjtein on that river. and Altenbourg 
on the Lahn, as the Aultrians would 
then have been completely prevented from 
crofling at Wetzlar, and obliged to ma- 
nceuvie, by Gielltn, towards Herborn 
and Dielenburg. 

The Archduke ordered General Wer- 
neck to puf his advanced pots acrols 
the Lahn and the Dille at Weizlar on the 
14th, and to pafs, on. the x sth, with his 
whole corps; to fupport which na :nosuvre, 
the Saxons were directed to advance to 
Wetzlar the fame day, and General Kray 
to occupy the heights between Braunfels 
and Leunon on the Lahn. The French 
General Le Fevre was in march with a 
large corps for the fame object at the Lime 
time, The heads of his columns attacked 
General Werneck's advanced- guard, 
which, after making a very long and той, 
obttinate refitance, was obliged to yield 
to the great fuperiority of numbers, The 
enemy then occupied the abovementioned 
poütion, with their right ʻo the Lahn and 
their left to the Dille, and began а fevere 
cannonade upen the Auitrians, who, 
though at the foot ef the heights, with 
the rivers clofe in their rear, had formed 
again, and ftood firm. His Royal 
Highnefs the Archüuke having arrived 
jolt as the advanced guard. was retiring, 
ordered the Saxons .to accelerate their 
march, aud particularly their cavalry to 
advance with as much expedition as poffi-- 
ble. His Royal Highnefs likewife or- 
dered that part of General Werneck's 
corps, which nad remained in referve on 
the left bank of the Lahn, to join their 
advanced guard, and left the detachments 
on the left oppofite Altenbourg, and on 
the right at Allar near Hermanttein, as 
they had been at firft poited, in order to 
fecure the flanks. In tbis very critical 
pofition his Royal Highnefs remained, 
aniwering the enemy’s caanonade trom 
a battery of twelve-poundeis, and de- 
termined to attack as foon as the head 
of the Saxon column fhould have paitied 
Wetzlar. 

The pofition that General Le Fevre oc- 
cupied, was compafeu of a range of neights, 
which, from the broken ground in their 
front, are difficult of accels. There was 
a projecting point of a wood that formed 
upon the face of thele heights a {alent 
angle to the reft of his lme; and this 

wood, 
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wood, returning through rhe center af the 
pofition, extended to the right and left 
behind each wing, to the Lahn and the 

Ше. . . 

This falient point was (trongly occupied 
with infantry, as well as the heights and 
village of Altenherg, and' on the height 
Above Hermanílein the principal part of 
the cavalty was formed, being fupported 
by infantry potted in thë wood in their 
rear ; theartillery was diftributed upon the 
fpots тоў favourable for raking the face 
ofthe pofition. In this order Genera! 
Le Fevre waited the arrival of the гей of his 
corps; had it come up before the Arcti- 
duke attacked, the Auftrians muft have 
retired acrofs the Lahn at Wetzlar. His 
Royal Highnefs, perfe&ly aware of this 
cwcumitance, refolved not to delay his at- 
tack a moment after the Saxon cavalry 
fhould have arrived; this did not happen 
till feveu ih the eventhg, and the difpo- 
fition was then made in general as follows : 
three fquadrons of the Auftrian cavalry, 
the regiment of Carachy, fupported by 
that of Naffau; were ordered to charge the 
left, and the Saxon cavalry the front of 
the heights above Hermanttein, while the 
Auttrian grenadiers attacked the enemy ‘s 
center in the wood ; the left wing was kept 
back. The regiment of Carachy advanced 
through the hollow ways and ravines, arid; 
when arrived at the top of the height; 
tharged the enemy with a degree of intré- 
pidity that mütt do them immortal honour; 
but as they were very much oroken by the 
extreme badne(s of the ground, and as the 
French cavalry was numerous, and drawn 
up in perfect order to receive them, they 
were repulfed, The reginient of Naflau 
had, in the mean time, Feachéd the fuminit 
and formed; they therefore received thë 
tegiment of Carachy, which rallied under 
their protection, charged the enemy again 
with part of the regunent of Naifia on 
their Hanks, and part as a fecond line, 
and; after as regular a” fhock as could 
take place, tli&v proved victorious; This 
happened before tlig Saxon cavalry had 
reached their point of attack, or the gre- 
nadiers bad arrived at the wood; and the 
enemy finding themfzlves taken tn flank, 
and mott vigoroufly purfued, retired ; their 
firft line with great precipitation abaridon- 
ing the falient point of their centre,and their 
defeated cavalry threw itfelf in diforder 
into the wood behind their infantry. Part 
of the regiments of Carachy and Naffau 
followed them, cut to pieces a battalion 
which had formed where the road leading 
from Wetzlar to Grieffenftein enters the 
wood, and took feveral pieces of cannon j 
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but upon endeavouring to continue the 
purfuit ftill further, they were received by 
the fecond line of French infantry, who 
gave them a fevere fire, and obliged them 
to return out of the wood. to form again: 
However, they brought cff all the cannon 
and ammunition waggons that they had 
taken. The enemy itll kept the heights 
of Altenbourg, their line extending from 
thence towards Alfteden on the Dille: 

The Auftrian grenadiers now attacked 
and defeated the French infantry in the 
wood, 

In the rear of the enerhy’s left flank, at 
the dillànce of about two Englith miles, 
lay the village of Barghaufen on the Dille, 

In the vicinity of that village the wood 
retires from the Dille in the form of a 
half circle, leaving a confiderable {pace 
of open ground; through this the road, 
by which the left of General Le Fevre'z 
corps was obliged to retreat, pafles and 
enters the wood again over an Height that 
affords an excellent pofition for infantry, 
not бпіу from being fo immediately on 
the edge of the wood; but more etpecially 
as the foot of it is covered, in the greateft 
part of its erent, by a ravine that ia 
very difficult to croís; 

It was on this heignt thatthe enemy 
had formed three battalions; with a bate 
tery of artillery, to receive their troops 
that had been defeated by the Auftrian 
cavalty and gre adiers; and at t.e fame 
time finding ibat victory was declared in 
favour of the Auilriaos, they retired their 
night froma the heights of Altenbourg, 
forming the troops that had occupied that 
wing of the pofition in the thick wood 
which was immediately in their réar, 

Four fquadrons of Saxon cavalry, as if. 
determined to emulate the exemplary con- 
duct of the Imperial traops, together with 
a fquadron of the regiment ОЁ Carachy, 
advanced through tna: part of the wood 
which had Geen cleared by the grenadiers, 
and, without waiting for further fupport, 
and not accompanied either by cannon 
or infantry, defiled along the road, and 
fciambled. through the ravine under the 
enemy’s fire, formed, and attacked the 
height which I have juft defcribed: After 
futiering great lofs, they breke the three 
battalions, cut down every man who could 
not fave himfelf by flight in the wood, 
and took the cannon. 

The night пом came on, and ptt an 
end to this very brilliant affair. Nothing 
could furpafs the ftcadinels and intrepidity 
with which the Auftrian and 5:x0n Woops 
executed his Royal Highnefs's mafterly 
and decifive manoeuvres, 
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The lofs of the Auftrians and Sax- 
ons amounted to about five hundred men, 
including feveral officers; that of the 
French, judging from the number left dead 
on the field, and from the accounts given 
by defertets and prifoners, and by. the 
inhabitants of the country through which 
they paífed in their retreat, тий have been 
very great. It is reported that General 

е Fevre, who commanded in perfon, was 
wounded badly in the arm. 

; Having failed in, his attempt to make 
himfelf mafter of this important pofition, 
General Jourdan determined to raife the 
blockade of Ehvenbreitftein, and recrofs 
the Rhine, Four of the fiz divifions which 
€ompofed his army have directed their 
march towards Meuwisd, the two others 
towards Seigburg, Cologne and Duffel- 
dorf, 

On the 16th the Archduke marched in 
purfuit of General Le Fevre to Greiffen- 
Йе, where he was joined by General 
Kray, who had croffed the Lahn that 
morning at Leun. 

On the 17th his Royal Hightiefs march- 
fd to Renderodt; his advanced guard 
pushing on to Altenkirchen, and ou the 
x$th to Hackenbourg. he corps at 
Limbourg, Naffau, and Weilbure croffed 
the Lahn, and purfued General Jourdan 
by Montabauer and Thierdert, wnilít the 
partizan corps on the right advanced io 
the Sieg. But notwithitanding the utmolt 
diligence has heen made uic of by the An- 
firians, no affair of confequence has taken 
place fince the 15:1, as the enemy have 
retired on all fides with the utmolt preci- 
pitations

, General Kleber found himfelf under 

the neceility of halting that day on the 

heights that lay between Kirpen and Uka- 

reth on the great road sto. Siegburg, in 
- 
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order to give time for his referve, atnrhue 
nition, and baggage, to pafs thr Sieg 
he therefore occupied the very advantage- 
ous pofition that thefe heights afford, with 
about 24,060 men. The front of both 
his wings, as well as his flanks, were co« 
vered by two deep ravines, that сома only 
Бе paffed at a very few pointe; The ap- 
proach to his centre was about 300 yard3 
broatl, and ran along a ridge that connected 
this pofition with the heights of Kirpen, 
and in which the two ravines above men- 
tioned take their fource. At the village ot 
Kirpen there is another range of advarta- 
geous heights, parallel to thofe where the 
enemy was potted 3 their right (looking 
towards Ukareth) terthinates in a deep 
ravine; their left on a plain oppofite to 
the cnemv's centre. This plain is bounded 
on its left by a fmall wood that extends 
towards the ravine which covered the ence 
my'$ tight wing, leaving the approach to 
their centre clofe on its right. From this 
wood a long range of inclofures and finall 
copfes, intermixed with two villages and 
feverai fcattered houfzs, extend ina paraliel 
direction to the right of the enemy's pofi- 
tion, nearly on a line with the beghts 
of Kirpen. j 

On tne Altenkirchen fide of Kirpen, 
about feven hundred yards from the 
latter, is a third range of heights, which 
take exa&ly the fame dire@tion as thofe 
І have juft defcribed, their right being 
covered by a deep ravine, their center 
and left faliing gradually into а plain 
that is bounded by Kirpen, and by the 
inclofures and {mail villages above men. 
tioned. 

General Kray's corps confifted of 
about eleven thoufand men; vizs thirty- 
two fquadrons of Већ cavalry, two 
battalions of grenadiers, fix battalions of 
fufileersy two battalions of Sclavonias 
light infantry, with a corps of rifiemen, 
and a proportionate number of heavy 
and horfe artillery. 

The Auftrian huffars fell in with a 
large patrole of the enemy at the village 
of Weyerbufeh, and drove it back to 
Kirpen; there they came up with Ge- 
neral Kleber's pofts, which they im- 
mediately forced back toward his po- 
fition, and General lraj's advanced 
guard, confifting of one Sclavonian light 
infantry, and one Walloon batralicn, 
with feveral fquadrons of light cavalry, 
and (оте horfe, artillery, formed upon 
the heights of Kirpen. 

General Kleber, who could eafily difa 
cover General Kray’s ftrength, immedi-. 
ately determined upon attacking part of 

the 
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the infantry of his right wing, advanced 
inte the wood that bounded the plain below 
the heights of Kirpen, and into the incio 
fures and villages that extended from 
thence between the two pofitions, and the 
cavalry cf that wing marched in the “ear 
of the infantry, ready to advance ard at- 
tack Ceneral Kevay’s left, as (оп as the 
latter (viz. the infantry) fhould have 
eftaphithed е along the edge of the plain. 
A fnall part of the infantry of this left 
wing advanced through the ravines араш 
General Kray's right, in oder to prevent 
his detaching from thence, whilt lis. pria- 
cipal body of cavalry, fupported by nine 
battalioug of infantry, and a great pro- 
portion of heavy artillery, marched from 
his centre асат the heights of Eirpen. 
The Auftrian cavalry, which was polted 
near Korpen, attacked the French cavalry 
as they were forming at the head of the 
ridge before deferibed ; but partly from the 
fire which they received in their left flank 
frem the wood, and partly from the very 
great fuperiority of numbers, they were 
repulfed. However, the battalion of Wal- 
loons an! Sclavonias light infantry kept 
ther ground, the cavalry rallied under 
heir protection, and in tois fituation the 
advanced guard waited the enemy's at- 
tack, The French cavalry, ag foun as its 
formation was completed, advanced again 
the heights of Kirpen, and, fupported by 
a part of their infantry, drove back the 
Auftrian cavalry, the Sclavonian batta- 
lion, and the artillery, all of whom retired 
behind the liue of the polition in the rear. 
The Walloon battalion, commanded. by, 
Colonei Brady, tood firm, гери а the 
yepeated and combined attacks that were 
made upon it, and at lat finding ies 
furrounded, began its retreat through the 
village towards the pofizion, which it ef- 
feted tn a manner that deferves to be 
reprefented as an exampiz of bravery and 
difcipine, which may be equalled, but cau 
never be furpafled, The French were now 
mafters of the village and heights of Kir- 
pen ; thew right wing had eftablifhed itiel£ 
on the edge of the inclofures, and in the 
villages that border the plain, and their left 
extended from Kirpes in a poriliel ime to 
the fLuftrians, with whoíe right it was 
already engaged in a diflant mufsetry fixe. 

General Kzay formed his auvanced 
guard again behind his center as a re- 
{егуе, and remained upon his pofitian to 
receive the formidable attack that the 
спешу were now preparing te make up- 
en him. 

General Kleber brought a great 
quantity of artillery'on the height of 
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Kirpen. and formed two principal at- 
tacks; the one with two lines of caval- 
ry, fupported by his right wing of ia- 
fantry, againft Genera; x vay's left, and 
the other with nine battalions of in- 
fautry, iupported by a large Бойу of 
cavalry арата the center, whilft hisleft 
advanced fufficiently to keep the Auf- 
trian right in check. 

The enemy now attacked General 
Kray’s left wing, and defeated his ca- 
valry, as their great fuperiority of num- 
bers gave them an opportunity of gaina 
ing its fank.. But the battalion and the 
battery, which occupied a height on the 
left of thé infantry pofition, change? 
their front, and kept up fuch a heavy 
йге on the flank of the French cavalry 
as checked their purfuit. The Auftrian 
cavalry rallied under the protection of 
this able manœuvre, and returning to 
the charge, fupperted by four fquadrons 
of Saxons who had juft arrived, drove 
back the French into the villages and 
dcfiies from which they had advanced, 
and decided the affair on that fide. 

Whilft this was going on, the mine bate 
talions, and the cavalry that were formed 
at Kirpen, advanced againit the center of 
the Auftrian pofition, fupported by a matt 
formidable fire of artillery. This point 
was occupied by three battalions and fome 
fguadrong of cavalry in the firft line, to 
which tie advanced guard that had been 
obliged to abandon Kurpen, formed, as 
has been before obferved, a fecond line, 
Тһе molt gallant troops allowed the 
French to approach them within a hun- 
dred paces, without firing, excupt from 
their cannon, The firi line of infantry 
then gave a general difcharge, and charged 
with their bayonets. This decifive mo- 
went produced the defired ей; the 
French gave way ; General Kray's cavalry 
purfued them into the village, aud the 
Aufnans proved finally victorions, They 
were not, however, in fufficieot force to 
profit of this viétory in the manner they 
might otherwife have dang, efpecially as 
the enemy’s. broken troops weve seceived 
by a trong referve, and as they right (till 
remained in the villages and inclofures 
which they had taken poffet&ou of m the
